WEEK BY WEEK. 


The recurrence of Chanucah—itself go largely a patriotic celebra- 
eae tion—is an opportune moment for referring to the 
Re-dedication. revival of the sense of Jewish individuality which 
has been manifesting itself recently in a number of 
ways. One of the most striking of these manifestations is the pro- 
posal for a Jewish University at Jerusalem—a suggestion which 
carries with it the approval, in principle, of Zionist and non-Zionist 
alike, and which, if current report be true, has received the practical 
endorsement of Mr. NATHAN STRAUS, who is said to have offered a 
site worth £10 000 to the promoters of the project. Another important 
evidence is the new life into which the Hebrew language appears to be 
entering, not only in the land with which it is historically linked, but 
even, though to a smaller extent, in the centres of the Jewish dispersion. 


wish Chronicle (Jan. 2nd.) 


The development is natural, healthy, and, it need hardly be said, in 
complete accord with the spirit and the meaning of Chanucah. At 
the same time if is only too apparent that this wholesome tendency 
does not commend itself to all Jews. The spirit of self-obliteration 
still has its admirers, and it is apt to find ugly expression in places 
where we should least expect to find it. The attempt to depose 
Hebrew from its lawful place in the Haifa Polytechnic and to substitute 
the German tongue is one case in point. Another is the pitiful veiling 
up of Judaism, at the opening of © Goldsmid”’ House, to which we 
referred last week, and about which the HAHAM has also had some- 
thing to sav, reported elsewhere in our present issue. We hope that 
these exhibitions of decadence represent the fitful flickering of a declin- 
ing cause. But, whether that be so or not, the ideas and the habits of 
mind which underlie them must be fought remorselessly if we are to 
continue to exist as a people at all. Tbe Feast of Chanucah summons 
us, with brazen note, to this truly Maccabean ‘task, and it is a task for 
the ultimate achievement of which under God, the omens are happily 
favourable. | 
IMPORTANT proposals have been made by the CHIEF RABBI in 
- eonnection with the conferment of the Rabbinical 
“Magnifying Diploma. They have been addressed to the Council 
the Law.” of Jews’ College, and one of them suggests the 
: widening of the scope of the examination for the 
Degree of Rabbi by requiring of candidates a much wider and riper 
- gequaintance with the whole range of the Science of Judaism.” 
Under the existing rules of Jews’ College, the candidates are subjected 
only to a searching test of their knowledge of the Talmud and Shulchan 
Arueh. In such departments of the Jewish learning as the philosophy 
of religion, theology of Judaism and the liturgy, only the Third 
Theological Examination entitling to the Certificate of Minister need 
be passed. Dr. HERTZ asks for a raising of the standard in this respect, 
- and this will, as he points out, place the English degree of Rabbi on a 
par with that of the best institutions elsewhere. Secondly, the OHIEF 
RABBI proposed that arrangements be made for enabling external 
students to obtain the Rabbinical Diploma at Jews Oollege. 


course is impossible as matters stand to-day, and the result 
such have recourse to the Chief Rabbinate here, 
or to some Rabbinate elsewhere for their degree. This, as Dr. HERTZ 
says, weakens the College. But, it is also inimical to the status of the 
degree itself, seeing that it must interfere with what may be called the 
standardisation of the examination to prescribe two sets of examiners 
and two sets of requirements. Dr. HERTZ still desires to reserve the 
right of dealing with exceptional cases, but, subject to that, he ig 
anxious that Jews’ College should become the seat of degree-giving 
power in the field of Anglo-Jewish learning. The matter has been 
referred by the Council to its Education Committee, and if that body 
should discover no fatal difficulty in the way of Dr. HERTZ2’S proposals, 
we hope that they will be put into effect as soon as may be possible. Itis 
of the utmost importance that the educational efficiency of our spiritual 
guides, and the power and dignity of Jews’ College should he increased 
to the maximum possible point of attainment. The CHIEF RasBBl S 
constructive suggéstions seem eminently adapted to this vital end, 
and to the gradual building up of a stronger generation, religiously 
speaking, than that which bears to-day the honoured burden of our

growing sectionalism in the community significant? 
There are some people who are never tired of decrying such 
separatist tendencies. They will not have a Jewish Hospital 
because there is no such thing as Jewish pain. But there is no 
such thing as Jewish soldiering. And yet we have a Jewish military 
parade. There appears to be no real resisting power to the natural 
Jewish tendency to be conscious of its own peculiar identity. The 
more we attempt to shear the Jew down to the common pattern, the 
less he seems to resemble it. The more we try to be the same as 
others, the more we differ from them. A correspondent, Mr. 8. Landman, 
M.A., whose letter we print in another column, objects to the 
formation of a separate Peace Society for Jews on the score of its 
But it seems to us that he 
is confusing so to speak, the endemic with the epidemic; and that we 
Jews form separate associations because we are affected, exactly as other 
peoples, with a desire to ' work in nearest kinship ’’ as someone has put 


it. The interesting point to determine is where the differentiation 
occurs.

It will be urged, no doubt, that the differentiating element is one of. 
religion—the same difference which marks off other sections of the 


population. But we very much doubt the validity of this contention. 


Many of those who father or support these separatist movements are 


not inspired by religion at all, and have little or no connection with 
Judaism. They join these separate leagues and societies, not because 
they wish to present their aspirations from the Jewish religious stand- 
point, but because they are conscious of a distinct Jewish individuality 
and desire to act specially with their co-racials in achieving the end in 
view. We need not say that we do not in the least regret this 


tendency, which is probably a working of the instinct of self-preserva- 


tion. Nor, for that matter, need the country as a whole, for the State 
is all the better and the stronger for the strengthening of sach of its 
elements, and their concentration on, as it were, particular cults. It 
is, after all, the most economical of processes, and that it brings the 
maximum of result for the common good we are convinced. 


Dr. SELIG BRODETSKY did well to emphasise, at the outset of 

his address to the Maccabans last Sunday,

University established at Jerusalem would be a striking vindication of 
the aspirations of a land which has a future in front of it, as well as a 
great past behind it. It would give the Jewish intellect, and Jewish 
culture, a home of their own, and, by doing so, intensify and 
perpetuate that Jewish individuality which means everything to our. 
own race and not a little to the progress of all mankind. Moreover, 
a great Jewish University will add new prestige to our people, and be 
a fresh source of pride to all who glory in the name of Jew. 


There are, however, several points which deserve some further elucida- 
tion. Some of the case—not all—for a Jewish University rests upon 
the dire needs. of those Jewish students who at present cannot find a 
resting-place for the sole of their feet at existing centres of learning. 
What would be the prospects in after-life for these men if they should 
graduate at the Jerusalem University ? To what extent would a degree 
obtained there admit them to the practice of medicine and other 
professions in other lands? It may be that Palestine itself and 
adjacent countries would, in the small and early stages, absorb the 
output of Jewish students. But if this field, in the absence of progress, 
should become exhausted, what would the Jewish degree mean, from 
the livelihood point of view, to the Jewish students driven for a career 
to other countries? This is inevitably one of the aspects of the ques- 
tion that is already being discussed, and it is one that has necessarily 
to be taken into account in assessing the material utility of a scheme 
upon which many Jewish hearts are now so intently and so 
worthily set.

If, on the other hand, there were in existence an authoritative Charity 
Board, any contributions could safely be entrusted to it for distribu- 
tion, while such a body would also see that what may be called the 
charity fund of the community was divided with a due regard to 
comparative need and merit. Beyond that, a Federation of Charities, 
by resorting to co-operative buying, could save the various institutions 
considerable sums of money, and these savings might perhaps be still 
further added to by a reduction in the number of officials, though it 
wou'd merely be wisdom to leave considerable self-government to the 
constituent charities of the Federation. What we have called the

there are often signs that if it is not already exhausted, the number of 
further calls that can be made upon it with offect is limited; while it 
is doubtful whether bonorary workers sufficient to man these institu- 
tions can always be trusted to come forward. Surely the time bas 
come when some conference between the various institutions should be 
arranged with a view to discovering whether it is not possible for our

THE Jatest census return gives the number of Russian Jews as 
6,060,000. The previous census put the figure at 
5,215,000. So that if these figures be correct there 
has been an actual increase during the past fifteen 
years in the Russo-Jewish population of some 
845,000. This is assuredly, from the point of view of thé average 
philanthropist, a most disappointing and disquieting situation. For it 
means that the constant and heavy Jewish emigration has been more 
than neutralised by the natural increase of population, and in spite of 
the trains and ships that carry the Russian Jews by scores of thousands 
to other lands there is a bigger Jewish population than ever cooped up 
in the Pale of Settlement. Such a fact may well engender a feeling of 
despair in the hearts of Jews who rely entirely on philanthropic 
methods to cope with the Jewish questions that confront the Jewish 
people. After all these endless wanderings, these numberless institu- 
tions, these interminable committee meetings, this unceasing expendi- 
ture, the Russian problem—and we for the moment refer to the 
Russian problem only—has not advanced an inch from where it stood 
when the great exodus began a generation ago. 


From Nowhere 
to Nowhere. 


The Pale still exists in all its grim misery with a population driven 
even closer to its walls, while a number of new ghettos have been planted 
on both sides of the Atlantic. That is the net result of thirty years’ 
striving since the wretched ' May Laws,’ of a policy which in truth 
began nowhere and has ended nowbere. MARK TWAIN, in his “Tramp 
Abroad,”’ ridicules a couple of perspiring ants who drag some article 
much heavier than themselves up and down a hill, pulling one against 
the other, and finally getting back to the place whence they started. 
It was an amusing picture of the vaunted intelligence of the ant. But 
what a tragic exposure of the intelligence of the Jew are these figures of 
the Russian census! The reason for the futility of this generation of 
Jewish effort is pretty obvious. There has been no organised far- 
sighted policy on the part of the Jews. They have drifted at the mercy 
of circumstances, setting their minds to petty things that could not 
count, and have worked to no large and definite end. A number of 
Jews resolved to leave Russia. A number of philantbropists in 
different countries resolved to help them. The machinery of their 
institutions bas been revolving with tremendous energy. It has been 
the nearest the world has yet got to the idea of “ perpetual motion.”’ 
The result? Millions of Jews pay their taxes to a different collector, 
and speak haltingly in a different tongue. That is all, for at the end 
of it all six millions of their coreligionists still tremble at the word 
“pogrom.” In short: we areas we were. 
A holiday calm has settled over the usually busy lives of the 
communal workers in the country, and our provincial 
In the news this week is proportionately meagre. The more 
Provinces. interesting items come from Leeds, where many Jews in 
the clothing industry have been thrown out of work as a 
result of the municipal strike prevailing in the town. This is, of 
course, the tragedy of the strike system (or lack of system). The un- 
intended victims are always more numerous than those deliberately 
aimed at. The Jews of Leeds, however, ' do not live by bread alone,” and 
we are glad to see the strong note of opposition raised at the meeting 
called to protest against the introduction of German as the medium of 
tuition in the Haifa Polytechnic. The meeting even went a step further, 
and opened a fund for the purpose of assisting the teachers who have 
resigned in protest. The more such gatherings are held, and the more 
openly and vigorously the feelings of Jews upon this subject are 
expressed, the more likely is the contemplated outrage to be nipped in 
the bud. The Haifa business is all part of the toadying, shame-faced 
spirit, which brings to Jews not profit, but contempt, and no Jew 


_Worthy of the name will miss an opportunity to crush it out of our 


communal life. Quite in accord with the manlier spirit is the decision 
#0 form a Jewish athletic club at Cardiff, We like this increasing 


And we hope that recent examples will not

A MISSIONARY OF JUDAISM. 


Next Wednesday will be the twenty-fifth anniversary of the death of Samson 
Raphael Hirsch, the founder of the neo-orthodoxy in German Jewry, and the man 
who in himself personified the Jewish renascence, of which Frankfort is and was 
the centre. Hirsch was not born in Frankfort, the city with which he is so closely 
identified in the history of Judaism. He was born in Hamburg, and did not settle 
in the city on the Main until he was between forty and fifty. Before coming to 
Frankfort he had been Rabbi of Oldenburg and of two Hanoverian districts. For 
the five years previous to his acceptance of the call to Frankfort he was Chief 
Rabbi of Moravia and Austrian Silesia and ex-officio a member of the Moravian 
Parliament. These were the distinguished positions which he resigned in order to 
accept the invitation of eleven orthodox Jews of Frankfort to become 
rabbi of the synagogue they were founding. His position in Frankfort was 
to be that of a missionary—a missionary of Jodaism to the historic 
community which was rapidly lapsing into assimilation. The measure of 
his success was not only the growth of his community from eleven to five hundred 
families, but the permanence of his inflaence, which is as powerful to-day—a 
quarter of a centurv after bis death— as it was when he closed his eyes on the last 
day of the year 1888. Samson Raphael Hirsch was not merely an ephemeral 
force in Jewry. The staff which fell from his dying bands was picked up and 
wielded by his successors, and is potent to-day not only in Frankfort, but wherever 
bis disciples and the children of his disciples have scattered. Throughout the 
lepgth and breadth of the Western Diaspora the inflaence of Samson Raphael 
Hirsch—which means the re-invigoration of Judaism—stili lives. In London it is 
manifest in the independent Adass Yisroel Congregation of North London, with | 
which some of his children and grandchildren are connected. 

If the intentions of Hirsch’s parents had been followed he would not have 
become a Rabbi. His father’s wish was that he should adopt his own calling and 
become a merchant. Such a destination, however, did not prevent him from giving 
his son a Talmudic education, and this, combined with the influence of his teacher, 
Habam Bernays, decided him to devote the whole of his life to the furtherance of 
the interests of Judaism rather than to the pursuit of commerce. From Hambarg, 
accordingly, Hirsch went to Mannheim as a pupil of Jacob Ettlinger, and thence 
to the University of Bonn, where Abraham Geiger, later to become his great 
opponent in the controversy of orthodoxy versus reform, was @ contemporary. 
Hirsch might have been Chief Rabbi of England if the electors to that office had 
favoured him. He was one of the four candidates chosen to contest the vacanoy 
caused by the death of Solomon Herschel, but Nathan Marcus Adler was preferred, 
be receiving 121 votes, against two recorded for Hirsch. This was in 1844, when 
he was Rabbi at Emden. He was already at that time foremost as a protagonist 
of crtbodoxy in opposition to reform, and bad eight years previously published his 
‘“‘ Nineteen Letters of Ben Uziel,” which became the classic of the Neo-Orthodoxy. 
This work was translated into English many years later by Dr. Bernard Drachman, 
who was for a time a candidate for the office of Chief Rabbi of this country recently 
vacant. 


MEDICAL RESEARCH. 


BEIT MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP FOR DR. MYER COPLANE. 


The Trustees of the Beit Memorial Fellowships for Medical Research have 
elected Dr. Myer Coplans to a Fellowship. The general character of the proposed 
research is to take the form of the Study of Immunity with special reference to 
the action of the silicates (including the asbestos minerals, slag, wool, and the 
zoolites) on bacterial and allied substances. The Research work will be carried 
out at the Lister Inatitute. 


Dr. Coplans’ qualifications and degrees eminently fit him for the work he is 
about to undertake. He obtained the degrees of M.B. (Lond.), 1901; M.D. (Lond.) 
State Medicine, 1904; and D.P.H. (Camb.), in the same year. He has also gained 
several scientific distinctions, among them the Qaeen’s Prizs for Advanced Mathe- 
matics, South Kensington, 1895; First Eotrance Science Scholarship, Guy’s 
Hospital, 1896; First Entrance Scholarship, Middlesex Hospital, 1896; Honours, 
Physiology and Histology, Inter. Med. (Lond ), 1899; Honours, Medicine, M.B. 
(Lond ), 1901. At present he is holding the position of Demonstrator in bacteriology 
and public health at Leeds University. | , | |

designed an apparatus for the locating of icebergs in mid-ocean and in the vicinity 
of a veszel, a description of which appeared in our issue of September 27h of Inst 
year.

THE LEAGUE OF MERCY. 


The fourteenth annual meeting of Presidents of the League of Mercy was held 
at St. James's Palace yesterday week. Prince ALEXANDER OF TECK, Grand Presi- 
dent of the League, was in the Chair. Princess Alexander was also present. 
Others present included Lord Michelham, Sir Edward and Lady Stern, Lady 
Faudel Phillips, and Mrs. Leopold de Rothschild. | 

The League of Mercy was founded by Royal Charter, to promote the welfare 


and further the objects of King Edward’s Hospital Fand for London, but especially, 
by encouraging personal service on the part of large numbers of persons, to advance 


the interests and contribute towards the adequate maintenance of hospitals and 


other institutions for the relief of sickness and suffering. The Chairman, in his 
address, emphasised the importance of this personal service, which played so large 
@ part in the work of the League. Grants are made to country and cottege 
hospitals, with the sanction of the Grand President in country districts where the 
League is well supported, and the Chairnian stated that in 1913 the sum of £2,318 
had been granted to extra ho institutions. 

Sir HENRY BURDETT, K O.B., K.C.V.O., stated that £215 413 had been 
raised in small sume during the fourteen years that the League had been founded. 
Daring 1913, £17,222 had been collected by the ninety-two districts into which 
the League was divided. Some had shown sa inoreases—notably in the 
poorer districts, sach as Bethnal Green—but they were not get half-way towards 


the sam of £50,000, which the late King Edward hoped collec 
annually in small amounts. 


One of the most striking speeches at the meeting was that of Captain 


MONTEAGLE BROWNE, in seconding a vote of thanks to the Rev. Father Vaughan, 
who had delivered an earnest address. Captain Browne suggested that next year 
a Rabbi should be asked to deliver the address as a compliment to the Jewish 
League. He spoke of the charitable work that

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THE PARADOX OF THE WORLD. 
“IF JUDAS CAME TO JEWRY.”

OME years ago, the late Mr. W. T Stead, after a journey to the United 
States, published a book which he called “If Christ came to Chicago "’ 
Porkopolis had struck Mr. Stead as being one of the most wicked and 
materialised—perbaps wick+d because materialised—cities in which he 

had ever set foot. Yat, notwithstanding, it was a city in which many a 
church rai-ed its proud head, many a chapel spread over a wide area ard 
almost every denomination of every creed found a platform. The ot ‘ect of 
Mr. Stead’s book was to contrast Chicago as it was. with the ideals of 
Cbristian'ty as preached by the Nazarene in Judea. Mr. Stead wished to 
bring home to people’s minds the glaring difference that subsisted between the 
mere lip acknowledgment of Christiani'y and the true doctrine by which it 
must stand or fall. He pictured the founder of Christianity midst the vast 
shambles of Chicago. He visualised the great id-alist, whom so large @ pro- 
portion of the civilised world worsbips as deity, walking in the streets of the 
medern American city with the conditions as Mr. Stead found ‘them, and 


applied to the vision the ideals, so far as they have been recordcd, of the 
_ great preacher of Nazareth. | 


The book was a bold performance, and, for the time being, it raised 
considerable discussion as to the practicabili'y in its application to modern 
life of the tenets of Christianity. If modera life, it was argued, demands a 
Chicago, then it must re ject Chriat and Caristianity. You cannot be Chicago 
six days in the week and Christian on the seventh, with anything like reason 
or consistency. The teaching and preaching upon which Christianity is 
reared is not limited to fifty-two days in the year. It is a 365 days-in-the- 
year teaching or it is wortnless. Tne counter-argument shaped itrelf into a 
plea for compromise, It spoke of ideals to which men strove as being 
almost, if not quite as imvortsn, a3 a ualities which they reach. The value 
of religion as a T'endenz equal'y wich its value as somathing definitely 
acquired, was freely canvassed. For the tim? baiag, man’s minds w:re turaed. 
to some extent inward. Taey: began asking themselves—,hose who were 
impressed by Mr. Stead’s book——whether, after all, the modern Christian really 
did ail that he could, even having regard to modern conditions, with the 
doctrines of faith to which he sub-cribed. | 


“Tf Christ came to Chicago” had a short vogue, but the vogue was 
intense while it lasted, Like most discussions of that order, it partook of the 
nature of a flame suddenly set blazing by some highly susceptible object. 
Mr. Stead’s purpose was to an extent gained by the discussion, short and sharp 
though it was. At least, so far as Chicago was concerned, some of the more 
glaring wickedness and cruelty of the city, maialy of the public order, was 
abated, if not as a consequence of the book, at least in sequence to it. The 
author’s application of the governing idea of his work was, of course, entirely 
frtuitous. It c mcentrated upon Chicago for no better reason than that 
Me. Stead happened to be there, and that “Chicago” held alliterative 
relation ty pogrep ically to ( arist.”” The compsrisoa of many another city 
in the world as it 18, with the docsriaes of ( iristianity would have served his 
purp se, as did Chicsg2, as it, We have no need to cross 
the Atlantic, or, indeed, to go far from ovr own doorsteps in this great 

Baby'o1 in order to see for ourselves how far Caristians fall short in realising 
themselves the teachings of Christ. 

The anomaly which struck Mv. Stead in Chicago is patent on all hands, 
particularly to us Jews who, widespread as we are through jut the earth, have 
better opportunities than most, of appreciating the glaring gap that subsists 
between the professions of Cariatianity and the practice of Caristians. We 
Jews, wherever we my be in the diaspora, are nilly willy united one to 
~ another in a common exile, albeit mo ifi-d here and accentusted there. We, 
ihence have good reason to mark the great gulf that siill subsists between the 
ideals upoa which Cari+tanity is f uadsd, and the c mduct of those who sub- 
scribed to the ideals. Ths Blood Libsl, arising of all plases in the world in @ 
holy city, ia a city dedicated to Caristianity, is just now deep set in our 

The condition of ovr people, beaten down and battered by brutal perse- 
cution in a country which bas the temerity to call itself Holy, is a constant 
reminder to us that Christianity is one thing, and its practice altogether 
another. As these words are being written, the air is filled with carolliog 
notes resounding Hosannas to the Prince of Peace. And, rumbling beneath 
the joyous px sns there is the groauing of bloated armaments and the cry of 
the burden of the munitions of war. Year by year for twenty long centuries 
 Onristianity has celebrated the birthday of its Saviour, the day on a “

If we could imagine Jesus of Nazareth walking the earth to-day we 


could not conceive him anywhere finding any specific results of the 


teaching of Christianity. He would find a great deal, it is true, better 
in the world than it was when he preached in Palestine. He would 
find higher ideals, less grossness, less brutality, leas ignorance, more 
enlightenment, a higher civilisation, a broader sense of the fellowship 
of mankind, an added responsibility of men and women to their fellows, 
of the rich towards the poor, of the strong towards the weak, cf the 
healthy towards those who ail and who suffer. But, he would not find so 
much diff-rence between the world as he would see it now and the world as 
it was twenty centuries ag», as he himself was able to realise between the 
little Scate of Judea in which he was born and the great nations of the earth 
that subsisted when he lived on earth. The diff-rence between the big world 
outside Judea and the little world which Judea contained, was exactly the 
difference between the teaching of the doctrine of Judaism, which was the 
doctrine of a comparative handful, and the doctrine of paganism and 
heathenism, which was the doctrine of the great msjority who lived when he 
did. In like manner, the difference he would note between the world as it is 
to-day, and the world as it was twenty centuries ago, is exactly the extent to 
which Jewith doctrine and Jewish teaching bave managed to beat down 
paganism and heathendom, and the bequests of them which the world still 
holds. The conclusion to which facta wou!d force him is that the betterment 
of the world, so far as it has bettered, has been due to the Jewish influence, 
the Jewish teaching, and the Jewish doctrine, so far as it has been able to 
permeate itself through the minds, of mankind. Of essential Christian 
doctrine apart from theological dogma, the world has accepted practically 
nothing during the twenty centuries since Christianity was funded, It is 
Jewish doctrine of conduct and life—the doctrine of t asic importare —which 
it has accepted during the twenty centuries that form the difference between 
now andthen. And during those twenty centuries it has kept Judaism and 
Jews in exile and subjection! There is the paradox of the world! 


And yet, we Jews exhibit an inconsistency, an anomaly, a paradox if 
you will, of our own. The coincidence of Chanucah with Christmas brings 
to the mind, which dwells on the progress of Christianity, the events which 
Chanucah celebrates. The thought that turas to the foundation of Christianity 
travels to the little band of earnest Jews in Modin and the God-souled priest 
Mattathias, whose spirit was charged with a revolt that meant the salvation 
of Judai-m, at least for three thousand years. If we, looking at Christianity 
in its }deal and Coristianity in its practics, ask, “ If Carist came to Coicago ?”’ 
would it not be as well, too, that we shou'd ply ourselves with the question, 
If Judas Maccabeus came to Jewry We sing our Modz Tsur—sowme of us ; 
we religiou~ly light tbe Chanucah lights—some of us. Yet, how much have 
we assimilatd the true meaning of Chanucah and the lesson for which 
Judas Maccabeus liv d and died? We see before our own eyes how 
the betierweot of the world has been through the permeation of 
Judaism and of Jewish doctrine. Yet, merely in deference to 
material power, to social advantage, we are prone to toss aside our Judaism 
in favour, if not of Christianity, at least of not being identified by Christians 
as Jews. We cultivate vineyards, and others press the grapes. We have no 


right to cast stones at Christians and Christianity on the tcore of inconsis- © 
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tency or anomaly. Before we do so we should get unto ourselves a right 
» appreciation of Judaism. Is it not remarkable that when men, who are Jews, 
can see—as they must see—the force and the influence of Judaism in the 
economy of the world, and the failure writ large of Christianity over all, that 
they should desire to bide their Judaism, and proudly boast of it as a glory if 
they be mistaken for Christians, or at least as non-Jews? We ean descry 
the anomaly of the Christian worshipping Christ as the Prince of Peace, 
whilst the world clatters with arms and the implements of war. It is 
astounding that some of us cannot descry, too, the perversity of which we 
are constantly guilty, when we retain in our calendar & festival 
which, if ig means anything, means loyalty to Judaism in face of all 
odds, and yet are willing to sacrifice, if not the actuality, at least the appear- 
ance of Judaism for any odds. It may be excused of Christianity that the 
- grave and gross anomaly of which it yields example has persisted, and no 
_ great disaster, no overwhelming sorrow, has come upon Christendom as 4 
- result. Jews cannot so escape. Their history is one long demonstration of 
_ the unerring certainty that, adopting Rabbi Akiba’s analogy, just as it is fatal 
* for the fish to leave the water in which is his only sphere of safety, even 
- bearing in mind the dangers to which the fieh is liable while in his own 
* element, so the Jew cannot live for any length of time, he is doomed as 

~ Jew, if once he steps out into the wide wilds of assimilation. ;

The coincidence of Chanucah with Christmas evidences an anomalous 
view of life in those who should observe the Maccabean feast 
and those who do observe the supposed birthday of the Nazarene. 
The anomaly in each case arises from a_ different cause, but the 
practical application is the same. Men of all creeds and men of all 
classes have a habit of lip-service. They foster a course of conduct in 
compartments. Their ideals are separate from their lives. ‘‘Do as I say, 
do not do as I do” sums up the situation. Humanity will have taken a long 
stride forward when it will demand of itself a rigid application of its greatest 
ideals to the smallest actions of its everyday life. Herein lies the true 
_ mission on earth for the Jew. The practical application in the ordinary 
every-day life of the lessons of Chanucah to the conduct of the Jew would 
do infinitely more for the progress of the World than the practical application 
of the teachings of Christmas to the Christian. Let the Jew note!

THE STRUGGLE FOR HEBREW IN PALESTINE. 
| Public Interest in the Situation. 


[From our Correspondent. | | 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Extraordinary interest is being manifested here in the conflict that is procesd. 
ing in Palestine between the advocates of the use of Hebrew as the mediim 
of instruction in schools and the representatives of the Hilfsverein der Deut: ¢ 
Juden. A personage holding « high position in the Goverament has expressed 
his approval of the action taken by the advocates of Hebrew. “If,” he says, 
“you do not defend your national language, you will be compelled to adopt 
Torkish or Arabic, and in any case a language which is neither yours nor ov; ” 
All the Consuls of the Foreign Powers ehare this view. They hold the opicion 
that no one can contest the right of the Jews to preserve their national tongue. 


PUBLIC OPINION IN GERMANY. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


The Russian-like action of the Hilfsverein in Jerusalem, which resulted in a 
huge Jewish demonstration in Jerusalem against its language policy has proy: ied 
a storm of indignation and protest in all Jewish circles in Germany that are not 
sworn followers of Dr. Paul Nathan. Even among extreme Liberals the opinion 
prevails that it is utterly ridiculous to impose Teutonism upon Rassian Jew: in 
Palestine by the help of the Turkish police. The most serious feature of the on 
flict, 80 friends and opponents of Dr. Nathan admit, is the interference of! the 
German cfiicial news agency in the deplorable events in Palestine. This agensy, 
“ Wolff's Telegrapbenbareau,” bas always ignored Jewish affairs, and it is now for 
the first time that it acquaints the German Press with what is going on in 
Palestine. The agency is honest enough to state that it was asked to spread ‘he 
pews. Everybody can easily surmise by whom tt was asked to do so. ‘he 
German public suddenly becomes aware of a conflict between Zionism 
and “ German interests” after it had been given cause to believe that the German 
Government sympathised with Zionism. 

Needless to say, such a policy on the part of the Hilfsverein will not con. 
tribute to the deorease of anti-Semitism in Germany, for 1m the last instance the 
Germans will not admit that the national Jews are fighting agsinst Teutonism in 
the East, but will allege that the Jews, the politicians of the Hilfsverein, are very 
anxious to make the Russian “revolutionary Jews,” who are sworn foc: of 
Germany, responsible for the deplorable conflict. This ie not hypothesis, but ‘act. 
The Hamburger Israclitisches Familiendlatt, which is often used as the mouthpiece 
of the Hilfsverein, published an article in its last issue dealing with “ Spraciicn.

It bas transpired that the Bill prohibiting Shechita in Russia, which was 
introduced last week, was drafted with a view to aiding the Blood Libel agitation. 
It was signed by twenty-one priests sitting in the House, and it imposes a fice of 
between twenty-five and fifty roubles on those who violate its provisions. The 
promoters boast of their intention to force the Jews to leave Russia, by makiug it 
impossible for them to practise their religious rites whilst residing in the country. 
In addition, they hope, in debating the Bill, to connect it with the Beilis case, in 
order to treat the House to another discussion on the ritual acousation. [o:Jced, 
the defence of Beilis and Sbhechita are closely allied. Many years ago it fell to the 
task of the well-known pro-Beilis expert, Court-Sargeon Professor Paviof', to 
defend the Jewish method of slaughtering animals. mae |

THE JEWISH QUESTION IN RUMANIA. 
The Austrian Foreiga Minister's Statement. 


The fall text is now available of the statemeat (briefly summarised in our last 
issue) made by Count Berchtold, Aastrian Minister for Fyreign Affairs at the 
sitting of the Hungarian Delegation on the 17¢h inst., in reply to the inter pellation 
of Count Michael Karolyi. 

- Count Berchtold said: In matters which concern Article 44 of the Berlin 


‘Treaty all the Powers who were sigoatories to the Treaty oan only effeoi«ly 


intervene by united action. Ido not think that such a step can be brought about, 
and I am of opinion that notwithstanding the sympathy which everybody must 
feel for the case of religious equality, we have no interest in takiog the initiative 
in the matter. I may farther remark that I have no knowledge of any such 
initiative on the part of the English Government. The Eaglish Government ha: 
not approached us on the sabjsot. I also very mach doabt whether the inter. 
national treatment of this qaestion would bencfii the Jews of Ramania, fir the 
Rumanian Government regards it as being exclusively an internal affair { 
Rumania, I r- quest the Delegation to take note of my statement. 

Count Michac! Karolyi said that he was not prepared to take notice of the 
Minister’s reply. He regretted that Austria was unwilling to take the initiative in 
the matter which as a neighbour they were more competent todo than were 
other signatories to the Treaty. 

The Delegation voted by an overwhelming majority to take note of Count 
Berchtold’s declaration. 


A CONFERENCE ON THE UNIVERSITY SCHEME. | 
Promises of Support.

A Conference has taken place at St. Petersburg on the scheme of founding a 
University abroad. It was attended by many commanal workers aad fi.sa:ciers. 
Promises of support of the scheme were obtained, and committees were appointed 
to take immediate steps in the matter. 


A NEW NATIONALIST MOVE AGAINST JEWS. 
The Advice of the ‘* Novoe Vremya.”

The notorious M. Menshikoff has published in the Novoe Vremya an articie 
defining the entire Nationalist policy as a campaign against the Jews ‘who 
murdered Stolypin and Yaschinsky.” Wish ali she force at his disposal he also 
lioeiled the Jews as the marderers of the Rastian raler, Andrei Bogoiubsky, 736 
years ago, thus indirectly ieading to the submission of Russia to the Tartars ; aud 
he affirmed that fate ordained the murder of Yaschineky “to force Rassia to 
realise the Jewish danger” He, therefore, advised that the 100 000 ronblies left 
from the Stolypin mouument fund should be utilised for the creation of a new 
jeague and organ to fight the Jews. As far as the organ is concerned, his su; (2s- 
tion will be immediately put into practice, and the new year will witness the 
appearance of a Nationaliat paper under the guidance of Jew-baiters. 

Happily there are yet some politicians in Rassia who see the necessity of counter. 
acting the anti-Jewish campaign. Deputy Maklakoff, brother of the Minister of 
the Interior, has published an admirabie repiy to the anti-Semitic allegations 
regarding the Beilis case. He argued that if the jary really believed in ritual 


] murder, as the Real Rassians asserted, and yet acqaitted Beulis, his innocence 


must have been beyond doubt; yet a strange indictment was drawn op, thus 
jastifying the interference of Earope, whiie the Real Rassians were allowed to 
terrorise the investigators into the case. As fur the assertion that the jury sided 
with the view of Pranaitis in the general question of ritual murder, it is ciear that 
it was neither capabie nor called upon to decide who was the greater expert in such 
matters, Troitzky or Pranaisis. Waoat, however, is important to remember is the 
manner in which Russia rose agaivet the possibility of an unjast sentence. 
AN OCTvVBRIST PaOMISS. 


Deputy Bobristcheff-Pashkio, one of the Octobrist leaders, has promised bis 
party's vote in opposition to any drastic measures against the Jews. He denounced 
whe anti-Sheohita Bill as a demonsiration against the Ke ff verdict, and stated that 
it would be buried, just as all pro-Jewish moves’ have been frustrated, the [ums 
being anxious not to undersake any radical measures for or against the Jews.

Restriction Bill again Introduced into Congress. 
(From our Correspondent.] 


NEW YORK. 


While the President has shown his friendly attitude towards the immigrant by 
accepting an invitation to take part in the twenty-fifth snniversary of the Hebrew 
Sheltering and Emigrant Aid Society of New York, the restrictionists in Coagress 
have given proof of their unaltered position in regard to newoomers to this country. 
Chairman Burnett, of the Committee on Immigration of the House of Repre- 
~ sentatives, has again introduced his Bill for the restriction of immigration. This Bill, 
with its educational test and otber ot jectionable features, is the same that was 
vetoed last year by President Taft, in spite of the fact tbat it had passed the 
Sepate. In the Senate only a few votes were lacking to make the Bill law over 
the veto of the President. The Bill is better known as the Burnett-Dillingham 
Bill, Mr. Burnett is determined to push his measure, and shou'd the Committee 
on Immigration approve it, it has good proepects of passing the House. 


A Jewish Boy Murdered near Kielf. 


In our last issue we recorded the murder of a twelve year old Jewish boy 
named Pasbkov, at Fastov, ia the Government of Kieff. A Central N wes tele- 
gram from Ss. Petersburg, gives the following details (culled from the Krevskaya 
Misl) of the atrocious crime :— 

Oa the 9:h inst., about seven p.m., a number of children were playing outside 
a teasbop situated in the centre of the town, when & peasant approached the lad 
Pashkov and asked him to accompany bim to bis house, at the same time offering 
_ him five kopecks. The boy refused, but the peasant grasped him by tle arra and 
dragged him away, despite the sbouts of the other children. Pasbkov’s little 
sister foliowed the pair, but presently lost sight of them, and then went bome to 
tell her parents what hed happened. The parents themselves took up the search, 
but without success, and at eight o’clock on the following morning they went to 
the police, from whom they learoed tbat the body of a boy had been found in the 
timber-yard of a man named Kegan. M. Pashkov identified the corpse as that of 
his son, and Police-Lieutenant Malitski therenpon took energetic measures with a 
view to discovering the criminal. He issued orders for a raid on susp-cted indivi- 
duals, 9nd among the persone detained the ten other children who had been playiog 
with the murdered boy recognised the peasant who had taken him away. He 
proved to be a man from the village of Kositscbauks, with macy previous convic- 
tions to hie name. He admitted heving taken the boy away with bim, but denied 
that he had murdered him, although there were traces of biood upon bis clothes. 
He asserted that before meeting the boy he had been knocked about oe 
Sttempted bbery at achop, and that the bloodstaios were caused then.

The Aliens Act.—Preliminary Rejections. 


The SOLICITOR and SECRETARY read the following corr¢ 
passed between the Board and the Home Office :— 


3 The following letter was sent to the Right Hon. R. McKenna, M.P., at the 
Home “ffice :— 


The Aliens Committee of this Board has had under consideration a list of aliens’ 
_ appeals for the half-year, from February 6th to August 6th last, in which the Solicitor 

Mr Gandan, was instructed to appear for the appellants. There were 282 of such appeals 
and 198 of them were successfal. In view of these facts it suggests itself to the Com- 
mittee that some different system of ger ape rejection than that which is at present 
ia vogue might be usefully employed, and I am instructed to ask whether it would not 
be possible for the system set ont in the Regulations issued by the Union of South Africa 


this year under the “ Immigration Regulation Act,” 1913, to be adopted in this country. 
Under such Regulations it is regarded, ordinarily. as sufficient evidence that an immi- 
grant is not likely to become a public charge (unlers he be diseased in mind or bod ), if 
he can satisfy the Immigration Officer that he has definite employment awaiting hive, 
or that, havieg @ reasonable prospect of employment, he has some temporary means 
of support, or that he has friends able and willing to support him, or that he to with 
him _sach # sam of money, which is his own property, as is snfficient, in the opinion of 
the Immigration Officer, to maintain the immigrant and his dependants until he obtains 
employment or other means of support. 
The reply from Sir Edward Troup ie as follows :— 


I have laid before the Secretary of State your letter of the 4th November 
behalf of the Aliens Committee of the London Committee of Depnties of the British 
_Jews, in which you draw attention to the number of appeals of alien immigration to the 
Liondon Immigration Board under the Aliens Act, 1905, which have been saccessfal in 
the six months from February to Angust, and base thereon a anggestion that some 
different system should be adopted in regard to the refusal of leave to land by the 
Immigration Officer in the first instance. | 

I am directed to say, in reply, for the information of the Aliens Committee and of 
the Board of Depaties, (a) that the success of the appeals is due in a large number of 
cases to the presentation to the Immigration Board of undertakings to employ or main- 
tain the immigrant; and it has been found on subsequent inquiry that in a very large 
proportion of these cases the undertakings have not been carried ont; (}) that the 
specific grounds on which an immigrant mav, and must be, refused leave to land are 


laid down by ,the Act of 1905, and the first of these prohibitions is in the following 
terms :— 


“An im nt shall be considered an undesirable immigrant, if he cannot show 
that he has in his P cov pace or is in @ position to obtain the means of decently eup- 
porting himself and his dependants (if any). The Sonth African Act referred to in the 
second paragraph of the letter under reply differs from this provision, so that any 
regulations founded on it would not necessarily be appropriate for use in the United 
\ingdom ; but the Secretary of State may say that he is not aware that in carrying out 
the English Act, the [Immigration Officer has refused leave to land under the provision 
quoted above in any single case in which he was satisfied of any of the facts which it is 
suggested in the last paragraph of the letter should be regarded as sufficient evidence 
that the immigrant complies with the requirements of the Act. If the Board of Deputies 
are able to farnish him with an instance to the contrary, the Secretary of State will be 
ready to investigate it. ' 

I¢ was decided that no farther action in the matter be taken. The PRESIDENT 
pointed out that the appeals were successful largely on account of the undertakings 
given by employers, and these undertakings were not before the Immigration 
Officer in the first instance. 


| Legal Aid. 

The PRESIDENT reported that the Board had made enquiries into the 
allegations of the Home Office that the undertakings given to the Appeal Board by 
employers in respect of aliens seeking admission were not faithfully observed. 
The Home Office had declared that of the undertakings given in January and 
February of this year 80 per cent. had not been kept, and that in the case of 
andertakings given in March the result was evea more unsatisfactory. In its 
enquiries for the purpoce of checking these statements the Board had had the 
cordial assistance of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter and of Mr. H. Rehfisch. Afier 
this lapse of time the evquiry was naturally attended with come difficulty and 
reliance had to be placed in several instances on the statements of employers, 
but the general result went to show that the figures given by the 
Home Office were not borne out by the facts. A letter to the Home 
Office was in draft, and it was undesirable to disclose its exact 
terms. He might, however, cay that, at the saggestion of Mr. B. A. Fersht, the 
Joint Committee had resolved to keep a register of the undertakings that were 
given to the Appeal Board, and these cases would be closely watched by visitors 
to see whether thé undertakings were properly observed. By this means they 
would be able to test more accurately what actually occurred. The figates the 
Board had obtained as a result of its erquiries showed that there were 67 cases in 
which undertakings bad been given in January, February, and March. Ia eight of 
these cages the immigrants had left the country, so that it was no fault of the 
employer that the undertaking was not carried out. In five cases the immigrant 
had voluntarily left his employment presumably to better his position. Here, 
again, the employer was not at fault. In three cases the immigrants had failed 


to turn up atthe work at all. In seven onses less than the stipulated wage had 


been paid, and there was an undoubted breach of the undertaking, even though the 
immigrant had been found unsuitable for the work. In the remainder of the 
cases, thirty-five in number, the undertakings were fully carried out. 

Mr JOSEPH PRAG, J.P., said that it was highly important that the Home Office 
enquiries as to these undertakings should be properly carried out because the result 
of them was commanicated to the Appeal Boards, and it undoubtedly infiaenced 
them in not accepting similar undertakings if it were found that these bonds were 
not being observed. ee 

Mr. A. STIEBEL said it was quite clear that in the majority of the cages of 
alleged breach the employer had not been at fault. 

| The PRESIDENT said that what happened was that probably the extent of the 
Home Office enquiry was to ascertain whether within the period the immigrant 
was Working at she place and wage referred to in the undertaking. If not, it was 
assumed that there had been a failure on the part of the employer to observe its 
conditions. 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT said that in reference to the register referred to by the 
President, he had secured promises from six gentlemen willing to give their 
services as visitors. He attached considerable importance to this voluntary 
enquiry, because he thought that if the Home Office officials knew that their in- 
vestigations were to be checked by an independent body, much more care would 
be exercised in the collection of information. He pointed out that gaarantors 
often exceeded the requirements of the Appeal Board in their ardour to secure the 
admission of a relative. The Board made six months the minimum for an offer of

Old Age Pensions. 


The Law and Parliamentary Committes reported that it had considered the Old | 


Age Pensions Act 1908, as amended by the Act of 1911. Under such Aots the condi- 
tions for the receipt of an Old Age Pension were :—(1) The attainment of the age 
of 70 years, and (2) The recipient must have been a British subject for at lesat 
20 years previous to the receipt of the pension, and must have resided for 12 out 
of such 20 years in the United Kingdom. As a resultit followed that no naturalised 
British subject could receive a pension until at least 20 years after the date of his 
naturalisation. The Committee considered that this provision was inequitable, 
and therefore recommended the Board to watch for a favourable opportanity for 
askiog His Majesty's Government to take steps for placing British subjects, 
i by birth or naturalisation, on an eqaal footing as regards the receipt of 
ensions, 
Mr. CHARLES WALEY COHEN urged that no action should be taken in thi 
matter. Oaly & monetary question was involved and no question of political rights. 
The Act required an alien to have been here for twenty-five years (counting the 


five years (aslification for naturalisation) and if a man was not naturalised by the 


time he was fifty he had equitably no right to receive a pension at the age of 
seventy. He thought that the alteration of this provision would tend to discourage 
ep-edy naturalisation. Personally, he thought that if foreign Jews came over 
here they should bs encouraged to become naturalised as soon as possible. He had 
frequently come acroes large numbers of Jews who were thoroughly Anglicised, 
but who had not been naturalised, and he thought that created a great deal of 
ill feeling. He was of opinion that it would be a great mistake to get up an agitation 
on this matter, having regard to the great many very difficult questions in which 
the Board was bound to interfere, and which iavolved the political status and 
political rights of the Jews in this country. The question of naturalisation might 
come up in connection with Colonial legislation, but for the reason he had urged 
he ventured to press the view upon the Board that no action should be taken of 
the report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee. 


Mr. H. 8. Q. HENRIQUES moved that the report bse adopted. He thought 
Mr. Cohen's argument a very faulty one, and it was obviously based on a mis- 
apprehension of the political questions involved. Mr. Cohen seemed to think that 
this was 8 mere question of money. If he would reflect, he would see that it was 
really a question of rights. The Naturalisation Act of 1870, conferred upon the 
vaturalised person, ali the rights of a native-born British subjsct. The Act 


| intended that once a certificate was granted the naturalised person should be 


placed on identically the same terms as any other British subject. By the Old 
Age Pensions Act, a restriction of these rights had taken place, and the naturalised 
British eubject was placed under the Act on a different footing from the native- 
born British subject. There was a well-founded fear that this restriction, 
introduced in this one instances, might be extended in other directions. There- 
fore this was not merely a money question. If it were, it would not concern the 
Board atall. It was a question of rights, and therefore it was ths daty of the 
Board to do all it could in the direction proposed by the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. No agitation was suggested. They would merely watch for 4 
favourable opportunity such as the introdaction of an amending Bill might present. 
He differed fcom Mr. Cohen on the question of the bar to speedy naturalisation. 
He thought that the restriction on the obtaining of a pension took away an 
encouragement to quick naturalisation. 

Mr. A. L. SAMUELL seconded the adoption of the report. 

Mr. COHEN moved as an amendment that no action be taken. 

This was seconded by Mr. E. R. HARRIS. 

Mr, A. STIEBEG opposed the amendment. | 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT pointed out that the rights conferred by the Naturalisation 
Act had been re-affirmed in the National Insurance Act, a naturalised person at 
once receiving the same benefits as a native-born iasured person, a reserve value 
even being allowed him. 

Mr. A. A. EINSTEIN said that this disability should have been noted by the 
Board when the Oid Age Pansions Ast was before Parliameat. He did not think 
any useful action could be taken now. | 

Alderman H. FELDMAN pointed out that now that the naturalisation fees had 
been redaced and a larger number of persons were becoming naturalised, the 
disability imposed by the Old Age Pensions Act affected a greater section 
community. 

The amendment was lost (only four voting in its favour), and the report was 
adopted. | |

Jews and the Russian Revolution. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. G. H. PERRIS. 


USSIA continues to be the centre of interest not only for Jews, but for 
ali those concerned about the great problems of humanity and buman 
liberty. The Russian problem has many aspects, not the least 
interesting of which is the struggle for freedom being waged against 
the forces of Tsardom and the bureaucracy by leading intellectuals and a large 
force of extremer revolutionaries struggling for the light. Jews have a especial 


interest in the Russian revolution, not merely 
because its success means for them religious 
and civil liberty, but because they are 
constantly being made the scapegoats of all 
revolut onary activity in Russia, whether they 
are participants in it or not. It is a favourite 
device of the Russian authorities to throw the 
entire blame for internal political ferment 
upon the Jews, and to attempt to delude 
the poor, ignorant peasantry into the belief 
that all the ills from .which they suffer are 
attributable to the Jews. Is is hoped by this 
means to preserve them from the revolutionary 
virus. Ove of the most able students of 
this phase of the Russian problem is Mr. 
G. H. Perris, formerly foreign Editor of the 
Daily News, who -has written several works 
on Russia, the best known of which is 
entitled “ Russia in Revlution.” In the 
course of an _ interview with a represen- 
tative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, Mr. Perris

was your interest first aroused in Raursian offaira? our representative 
quired. 

“My keen interest in the Russian problem was first aroused by the reve'ations 
of George Kennan concerning the horrors of the prisons in Siberia. Toese revela- 


tion first appeared in the C. ntury Magazine, and they led to the establiahmen: of 
the § cie'y of Friends of Rasstau Freed.m, under the presidency of Dr. Spence 
Wate n, who was President several times of the National Liberal Federation. 
Simultaneously I became personally acq oainted with several leaders of the Rassian 
rev: lutiooary movement, inclading Siepniak, Prince Peter Kv-opotkio, Felix 
Volkboveky, and Nicholas Tobsikovsky. These were the days » hen the Noocon- 
formist sects were actively persecnted and when Tolstoi was begianing to raise his 
vo'ce againt the ioiqnities of the Tsardom. My first book, written after a j urney 
throogh central Earopean R issia, was one of the earliest Eaglish books which 
dealt with Tolstoi’s life and works. The impressions made in those days on my 
miod by fi-st-hand realisation of the horrors of life in this, to us E aglish, almoat 
upkpown country. and the tremendous dimensinns of the problem, have been con- 
stantly dee; eased since by contact with maay Rassians of different ranks and by 
repeated journeys to Rassia.” 
One Great Problem. 


Do you regard the evils of the present situation in Russia as arising from one 


pernicious political sysiem, or rather a series of problems attributable to d.fferent 
causes ? 


“ It is one problem if you ivclude the congeries of problems which the central 
problem embraces. You must bear in mind that every problem so great is a 


product of bistorv. What mons: alwaveaastrike the Englishman in facingthe R asian

The Great Danger. 

Mr. Perris went on to refer to what he rgerded as the great danger of th:

“The great danger,” he said, “is that the Jows and other persecuted 
people in Russia sh u'd fall into a state of absolute despair, a despair which 
is like'y to be shared by those anxious to help outside Rassia. There ie 4 
vast amount of sympathy for these poor people in tne Weet, but if xno 
action is taken it iss mply because the people do not know what they can do.

W hat are ths prospects for the fatare ? | : 
“ We bave recently been told that the Dama is again becoming rebellions. 
You may have seen that the Octobrist cr Conservative Centre Party has decided 


to oppose the government. Things are assuredly not the same in Rassia The 
revolution of 1905 was a public confession of the failnre of the autocratic 
regime. It was the sbdication of sutocracy. For since then the old resort 
to ultra-pationalist pr: jidice bas become more and more diffisalt. The 
transition to a new state of affsirs is not going to be any easy 
one. Bat the Rassians have be-n ob'‘aining some exosriencsa Thay 
know how to run rewspapers and reviews in difficalt circamstances. Thev have 
learned how to conduct public meetings despite the police and bow to maintain 
strikes. Their experience is still only alight. Their strongest force is their per- 
severance, their power of coming at it again and agaio ind mitably. The powers 
that be are blind to the advantages of a more liberal regime. If the Government 
were wise, they would eee that the opportunities for wealth are no less great uader 
the regime which prevails in Western countries, in which men of every cveed 
enjoy «qual social rights and are free to go wherever they please. Raassia has 
undoubsedly immense stores of unreslised riches, particularly in the industrial 
field Sbe needs the energy, the credit, the technical and acisnt fic skill which 
the Jews are s0 well ab'e to give. No doubt they are afraid «f a people wh» have 
prov: d their facuity of takin advantage of all the opportunities which edacation 
can covf-r and of becoming io industrial progress. Do they vot see that 
even in England, which they regard as the Scarlet Woman of democracy, & 

verning class exists and is neither lacking in honvur nor in slid reward ? 
f the old rulers who still hold their seats in “Holy Rassia” continue to 
prove obstinate, I oan foresee nothing bat a protracted struggle which for horror 
will eclipse anytaiog in modera history. Bat it is as certain as to-morrow’s sun- 
yise that there must be, within the next generation, the establishment of real 
freedom, religions, political and eccial, throughout the vast empire of Rissis, and 
in the day when tbat is achieved, I imagine that the Jews, who in Rassis have been 
pre-eminently the martvr perple, will no less pre-eminentlv be honoured for their 
past sofferiog, for their brilliant abilities, and for the qnite peculiar part they 
have taken in bailding up a traly civilised aad progressive state.”

S1r,—In reference to my recent lecture at the British Museum, your 

correspondent, the Rev. N. Blaser, offers some interesting remarks in regard 
to the Jewish translation, the rendering of which is that “the wall was 
swallowed up in its place,” or “underneath itself.” Your correspondent 
parapbrases this: “Sank down in the ground beneath.” The correctness of 
the Jewish translation depends on the meaning of 5), the Hebrew word 
translated in the Authorised and Revised Versions by “fall.” Now we are 
obviously not entitled to impose a later day translation on an Old Testament 
Hebrew word, unless it is supported by evidence more or less contemporaneous 
with the Old Testament passages in question. As the Bible is practically the 
only source of contemporaneous evidence, we are dependent on the Bible for 
the meanings of the words which occur in its pages. Now it is quite obvious 
that to “ fall” is entirely different from to “sink down,” the question there- 
fore to be determined is, whether there is any Biblical authority for translating 
2D) by to “sink down.” . I contend that there is none, and in the absence of 
such evidence we are not entitled to give it any other meaning in 4 Biblical 
passage which is admittedly prose than its ordinary meaning fall down.”

A Sermon for the Week.

MISINTERPRETED PROVIDENCES. 


“ And Jacob their father said unto them: Joseph is not and Simeon is not. and 
ye will take Benjamin away. All the e things are against me "—Genrsis alii., 36. 


When the prophet Isaiah declared of Cyrus, the deliverer of Israel, “I 
girded thee, though thou hast not known me,” he propounded what is the 
only reasonable view of human lifs from the standpoint of a devout re! gionist 
~—that it is a plan of God, that God is girding every man for some work or 
other, however humble or exalted it may be. M sny persons look upon life 
as a commonplace affair. Woat it means for them they do not know. They 
scarcely conceive thatit means anything. And part cularly when trouble comes 
al ong they are tempted to think that their lives are without plan or ordering, 
that they are simply the sport of blind chance. Bat calm refleetion shows 
us that this is a hasty view. All existing things—cven inanimate objects— 
have some end and use. Taken tog-ther, they comp se a system in which 
part answers to part, and which is so perfect that the loss or displacement of 
any member would derange the whole ord+r. Thereis nothing included in the 
total-sum of the universe which could be dispensed with. Every cbject and 
force of nature has its appointed place and serves its appointed use, What, 
then, shall we say of man, who moves in the very centre of this great circle 
of uses? They are all adjusted for him. Has he no ends appointed for 
himself? Noblest of all creatures, and closest to God, are we to suppose 
that the Creator has no definite thoughts with regard to him, no place prepared 
in the scheme of things for him to fil? No. We must conclude 
that there is a definite and proper end for every man’s existence— 
an end which is the good intended for him; that which he 
ought to become, and which God will assist him to become, and 
which he cannot miss except by his own fault. There is, so to say, a 
divine biography marked out for each human being when he enters upon life. 
Rightly unfolded, his life will form a comolete and beautiful whole, great in 
its conception and in the momentous issues it prepares. If only we could 
bring ourselves to sea things in this light, what a digaity it would add to life, 
what support it would bring to tha trials of existence, how it would instigate 
us to move onwards and upwards in everything that constitutes our 
ex2ellence ! 

Man’s Place in the World. 

But there is an all-important difference between man and inanimate 
nature. Physical things all serve their uses, and never break out of their 
place. They have no power to do so. It is otherwise with us.. We are able, 
as free beings, to refuse the place and the duties that God assigns us. If we 
do, we become something less worthy than what we were intended for. It is 
even possible that if a man refuses to serve some high principle for which 
he is déstined, God may use him for the next best purpose; 
or that if he rejects opportunity after opportunity, he may at 
last come to serve the purpose of a warniog to others. As when God 
tells Pharaoh : “ And in very deed for this cause have I raised thee up, to 


show in thee my power, and that my name may be declared throughout all the’ 


earth.’’ Many people fiad passages like this hard to understand. say 
that such utterances deny a man’s fres agency, that they treat a sinful career 
as something which a man has been destined by fate to work out. But is 
there no other wa. of understanding this and similar utterances? May we 
not suppose that Pharaoh's life was originally planned for something worthier 
of a monarch than that of subjscting a nation to slavéry ? But he deliberately 
rej~cted this and every plan of ennoblement, and having done so the only use 
to which his life could be put was to serve as an example of divine justice 
and retribution. Are there not many Pharaohs in every-day life who refase 
every good use to which God would put them, and, therefore, must 


needs serve some bad use? They. cannot be employed for their own 


good, at least they can be employed for the good of others—to 
point a moral, to demonstrate to the world the fate that 
must ultimately overtake all evil-doers. It follows from all this that whatever 
is Jaid upon us to do, to be, or to suffer is the best for us; and there is no 
room left for discouragement or depression. Sufficient that we exist for a 
purpose high enough to give meaning to life. Thus the idea that the life of 
each one of us is ordered after a certain plan, infinitely wise and good, is one 
full of inspiration, fitted to invest our careers. with dignity and to fill our 


hearts with trust. Whatever suffering or trial befalls us, what seems hard, — 


severe, unaccountable; our defeats, losses, i: juries—all these, we come to see, 
are parts of God’s beautiful design, and as such to be accepted by us. 


illustrated by the Patriarch’s Career. 


A forcible illustration of the truths is furnished by the chequered career 


of the Patriarch Jacob. Every student of the Midrash is familiar with its fine 
comment on the word 3%") (Gen. xxxvii., 1). Jacob h»ped, after the 
strenuous years he had spent in Laban’s service, and after returning to the 
home of his youth, to settle down in quiet comfort in the bosom of his family, 
That much, at least, he might reasonably expect of life. But things had been 
ordered otherwise. The loss of Joseph proved the commencement of a fresh 
series of troubles, in comparison with which his earlier life must have seemed 
tranquil and happy.“ How natural that, having lost Joseph and Simeon, too, 
and being confronted with the fear of losing his youngest and best-beloved 
Benj.min, he should think that everything was now con-piring against him to 
bring his grey hairs in sorrow to the grave! And yet, how mist»ken an idea! 
Tnese trials, which at the moment seemed so undeserved, were all, as we 
know, working under the eye of Providence for wise and beneficent ends, 
The favourite son whom he has been mourning as lost is saved to become 
an instrument of salvation toa mighty Eopire. His own sins and the sins 
of his sons are made to work out their just punishment, and the consciences 
of the guilty brothers are stung into re: norseful sess by the remarkable 
incidents which befall tham i1 Egyp:. Fiaally, these incidents tnem elves 
form links in a wonderful chain of events which aff cb the lives of unborn 
generations, and contribute to mould the national history into the shape 
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which it ultimately assumes. “ All these things are against me,” is a ery of 
anguish, which the force of adverse circumstances will occasionally wring 
from us all. And yet, such is the inherent power in evil to develop good that 
an overruling Providence converts those misfortunes we most dread into 
instruments of blessing, brings light out of the thickest darkness, and order 
out of the direct confusion. To us light often seems darkness, and order 
appears to be confusion, because the book of Providence is not read as easily 
as the book of Nature. Its sentences are long, and we must read a great 
many before we can understand their meaning. Its wisdom in design and 
perfection in execution are by no means as plain as in the physical order 
of Nature, because the scheme of Providence is not a finished work like 
Creation. The providential order of things is like a house with walls half-built, 
arches half-sprung, rooms without doors. and pillars without capitals. To us 
it presents a scene of confusion, but to the Architect who planned it, it appears 
in perfect symmetry. Raised to the throne of Egypt, it becomes clear to 
Joseph why he had been sold into slavery and cast into a pit. Some of us 
will have to be raised to Heaven before we can understand many things in 
God’s dealings with us that now appear harsh and undeserved. We too, like 
the Patriarch going down into Egypt, form links in a mighty chain of events 
which the ancient Greeks fabled to be fastened to Jupiter’s chair. The chain 
may occasionally sway this way or that way. but the hand that holds it is 
steady, and the eye that guides it is infallible. 


Application to Chanukah. 


Is not this one of the lessons taught by the feast we are now celebrating ? 
If ever there was a period in its annals when the House of Israel might 
reasonably have exclaimed : “ All these things are against me,” it was when 


the Macedonian tyrant vented his mad fury on his Judean subjects. The 
lights we burn this week recall to memory this familiar chapter in our 
history. As we gaze upon the branched candlestick, we picture the Temple, 
which for nearly 400 years had been sacred to the rervice of the One God, 
violated by the heathen and despoiled of its treasures by an apostate High 
Priest. The Bira which overlooked it was converted into a Greek gymnasium, 
to take part in the exercises of which priests neglected their sacred duties. 
Jerusalem was made to wear the aspect of a pagan city. The distinctive observ- 
ances of Judaism were forbidden under severe penalties. Those who openly 
avowed their faith suffered martyrdom, so that the number of the faithful was fast 
diminisbing. Many took refuge in the caves and ravines of the Judean moun- 
tains. One of these hiding-places was attacked on the Sabbath, and thousands 
of fugitives were burnt to death or suffocated. Never was our race so near 
extinction. And yet, fatally as all these things were against it, the Jewish State. 
not only emerged victorious from the battle-fields of Emmaus and Beth 
Horon, not only became an independent power instead of a subject province 
—but Jadaism likewise gained in force and intensity by the trials to which it 
had been subjected. It won a fresh lease of life from its struggles with 
idolatry. Its dross had been purged away in the fires of affliction, its husks 
theshed fine in the flail of persecution. And what happened two thousand 
Things are transpiring 
in our time which seem to threaten destruction to modern Judaism. The 
persecutions abroad, the very toleration we enjoy in this blessed land of 
freedom, the fierceness of the modern economic struggle—all these things are 
against us. But they may be overruled for good; so that our religious life 
may possibly gather fresh strength from the vicissitudes and temptations to 


. which it is daily exposed. Let us feel that it is in the design of Providence 


that every storm of adversity that sweeps over our community shall have the 
effect of striking the roots of our religious life deeper into our nature. Let us 
believe that it is God's purpose that the chaff shall be severed from the corn 
by the strong winds‘of tribulation, and the pure metal of our nature separated 
from the dross in the furnace of afiliction and the fires of temptation. The 
Maccabean spirit of courage and constancy still lives in not a few present-day 
Israel as of yore to victory, will enable him to 
triumph over the forces of “disintegration, will bring him sooner or later to 
recognise that the things he once thought against him were ordered by a 
beneficent Providence for his good. 


JUDAISM AND THE SYNAGOGUE. 
The Orthodox Attitude.

Sin,—For the last‘few weeks much space has been taken up in your esteemed 


~ journal on the above subject. It is indeed one of the vital questions concerning 


Jews and Judaism, and I had hoped that the interesting discussion would lead to 
some good and usefal results. This, however, seems to be far from being so. For 
instead of suggesting how to bring the Jew to the synagogue, or, if necessary, the 
synagogue to the Jew, some of your correspondents make use of your columns for 
the propagation of Reform and for attacking orthodox Judaism. 

The question under discussion being a vital one, the Rev. Morris Joseph has 
made it the subject of a sermon which was published in your issue of December 5, 


_ and which sermon you, Sir, in your editorial notes commended to the attention of 
_ your readers. You were certainly right in doing so, for whatever falls from the 


lips of the respected Minister of Berkeley Street is wortby of note. Mr. Joseph, 
for whom I have the greatest respect and whom I very much admire, is, as you 
rightly remarked, one of our foremost Ministers, ove of the most eloquent 
exponents we have of our faith and creed. But in this particular instance Mr. 
Joseph has only proved himself a mighty champion of Reform, and his remarke— 
at least some of them—are not supported or substantiated by any proof. 

The reverend gentleman commenced his sermon by telling his hearers of the 
advice he had given to two gentlemen, who approached him with the question, 
whether they should insist on arranging the religions services in their town on 
the lines of Reform. He told them that they were fully jastified, and that they 
should “ go forward.” No one can complain about this advice, because Mr. Joseph 
has done what the ancient prophet Elijah did when he was faced by the false 
prophets of Baal. “If the Lord be your God serve Him, and if Baal serve him, 
but do not stand between two branches.” The most orthodox person could not 
give different advice, for it is surely better to be a Reformed Jew than to be 


_ alienated from Judaism altogether. 


Where Mr. Joseph’s “ words of wisdom” failed, is when he dealt with the 
consistent obedience to the enactments of the Shulchan Aruch. He said that 
“ such obedience entails collision with twentieth-century life at a thousand points.”

Mr. Joseph has not offered a single word of explanation as to what and where the 
“oollisions,” or what part of the Shulchan Arach could not be adapted to modern 
life. We only have his dry statement and nothing more. Nor did Mr. Joseph 
tell us why orthodoxy was nothing more than a label. 

For a whole week I bave been puzzling my head to endeavour to reconcile Mr. 
Jcseph’s statements with true facts. I failed. At last I came across the letter of 
Mr. Philip Goldberg in your last issue. . This correspondent labours very hard in 
a futile endeavour to fill up the gap left vacant by the Rev. Morris Joseph. Mr. 
Goldberg who assures us that he could mention many points wherein Orthodox 
practices agree neither with precept nor with conscience, has found several things, 
included under eight headings, which he quotes as instances of inconsistencies, 
Here at least we have a few of the “collisions” mentioned. But, alas! none of 
the instances is built on any strong foundation, and all must tumble down at the 
fist and lightest blow of the wind of truth. Oae has merely to take the trouble 
to consult the Shulchan Aruch and the Talmad, and the inetances your corre. 
spondent mentions fall to the ground. As Iam pressed for time jast now I cannot 
deal with each “instance of inconsistency” in the manner I should like, and | 
must therefore content myself with succinct replies :-— 

1. YOMTOV.—The din distinctly says that the only difference siiecen the 
First and Second day Yomtov is concerning the necessary rites to a dead person 
(Vide Talmud tractate Baitza, page 61 and Shulchan’Aruch Orach Chayim chapter 
496, paragraph 2); in all other respects the Second day is eqral to the First. The 
orthodox Jew is, theretore, perfectly in order to read on the Second day the 
command to keep holy the First day (particularly on Rosh Habanah when b.th 
days are considered as ons long day). Aud since Simchas Torah, like the second 


‘day of any other Y>mtov, is kepi—with the exception of Palestine— 


NOT there is nothing inconsistent in calling it “the Eighth Day of Solemn 
Assembly.” 

2. YOM KIPPUR.—The orthodox way of keeping the Fast is certainly the best, 
for it is the surest means of bringiog home to the Jew the forcible lesson contained 
in that day’s Haftorah. Surely there is no inconsistency because the “Confession” 
is based on the exigencies of the alphabet. On a day like thia we want to confess 
all our sins, and they are from & to N. 

8. SABBATH.—It is indeed difficult to deal with this subject aheneabaks, since 
your correspondent has only found three “ inconsistencies ” in the 124 chapters the 
Shulchan Aruch devotes to the dinim of Sabbath. I can only refer him to 
chapter 308 of the Shulchan Aruch. 

4. KASHRUTH.—Your correspondent has failed to give a single fact to sub. 
stantiate his statement concerning wanton dirtiness in the observance of Kashruth. 
I oan only say, therefore, that it a gross insinuation. 

5. DOCTRINE.—Here, too, your correspondent gives no facts, and so it woul? 
be useless to argue with him on this point. 

6. THE SYNAGOGUE.—It is true that in some synagogues the lust for “ Koved ” 
is great and Mitzvahs are sold by auction, but surely the synagogue is not to be 
blamed for it. This, however, is the only substantial argument your correspondent 
brings forth. 

7. THE LITURGY.—To my mind the passage of D')Y/209) in the Shemoneh 
Esre is as essential a prayer to-day as it was when first introduced into the Amida’, 
With the other points under this head I hope to deal a week or so later, when | 
shall bave more time at my disposal. 

8. THE MISSION OF ISRAEL.—We Jews have a mission but no missionaric:, 
and in this respect Orthodox Jewry does as much, or as little, as Reform Jewry. 
The Orthodox Jew was never anxious to increase 2°) or to convert the world. H« 
rather believes in the opening verses of Isaiah xiii.

Besides, he was not in favour of the army being 
disbanded (cheers) and the navy scrapped (renewed cheers), for be felt that under 
the conditions at present obtaining it was an advantage for a country to possess 
fit fightiog forces. It was because he was a strong advocate of peace that he 
believed that it was necessary to have a strong Army and Navy as things at 
present were. He was happy to know that Jews were to be found in fair 
numbers in the forces The Jewish members, in addition to the patriotic services 
they rendered to their conntry, also rend: red great and lasting services to Jews 
generally and to the Jewish name. He reminded them tbat there was such a 
word in modern life as anti-Semitism. There were those who were for ever trying 
to 


§18,—Three reasons are put forward to justify the recent formation of a 
Jewish Peace Society. First, peace isa Jewish ideal; secondly, Jews who are 
associated in the public miad with the flaancing of wars, should aleo be pub icly © 


identified with peace; and lastly, Jews must have a peace society because other 
religious denominations have established such societies. 


A moment’s examination wiil show the insufficiency of these reasons. 

Peace is only one of the ideals of the Jewish race. Jastice and morality are 
no less Jewish than peace ; and yet it would be travsparently foolish t» form a 
Jewish Justice Society or a Jewish Morality S ciety, unless—and here is the real 
issue-—-either the aim were to agitate for a special kind of justice or morality which 
differs appreciably from ordinary jastice or morality, or the methods advocated 
were distinct from the methods of o har societies, and were of a kind which we could 
rightly call Jewish. §S» also witha Jewish Peace Socety. It ia true that the 
early Jewish prophets made universal peace a postulate of the ideal world which 
they saw in their inner consci usness, but it was universal and not, s> far as we 
koow; & uvique kind of peace, specially Jewish. If not the objects, are then the 
m-«thods which the Jewish Peacs Society has in view different from those of any 
other peace Society? D». they intend to prom te peace among Jaw:, say to 
bridge the galf between Polish and Lithuanian Jews, or between Chissidim and 
Misnagdim or even between Sephardim and Ashkenazim? If neither toe aim nor the 
methvas are obviously Jewish, we can see no justification for the appellation. 

The second reason is stiil more feeble. Our experience is that no am unt of 
exertion on our part to atone for the failings of our fellow-Jews has any eppre- 
ciable effect in closing the mouths of our enemies. In vain we have Jewish 
members of Vigilaoce Committees ; the accusation against Jews still floarishes. 
The poverty of the vast majority of our people will never prevent the Jews from 
being to the anti-Semite, and even to the aversge non-Jew, the type of grasping 
wealth. Is is, therefore, vain to expect a Jewish Peace Society, however promivent 
its members, to have the slightest i: flaence in counteractiog the impression made 
by Jewish financiers, who undoubtealy do help to make wars exactly like the 
financiers of other peoples. : 

The last reaan, that other denominations have such societies, shows at 
once the fons et origo of the demre for such a society. O:ber religions have estab- 
lished Peace Socicties; Jews must imitate. As if the Avglo-Jewish commapity 
had not sufficiently adopted the methods of it« Christian nei,hbours, we musi bave 
a Peace Society, because there are Christian Peace Societies. We already have a 
J+wish League for Woman Sovffrage because there is a Charch League for 
Woman Suffrage. We have Jewish Lads’ Ciubs and a Jewish Lada’ Brigade, 
which have nothing Jewish except the name, and we have seen the establishment 
recently of a YM.J A. because the Y MO.A. is very successfal. All these 
activities, even when good in themselves, sprivg from a wrong motive—O'I0 1)" 
—they are steps in the path of assimilation. 

Is were more logical to argue thus: As peace is part of the Jewish ideal, the 
best way for Jews to reslise it 1s by being true to their people. The prophets of 
old, whose zal was no less ardent than that <f modern frieads of peace, had 10

made— whether the call had been made in former or recent times—Jews. 
had responded to that call not only as much, and to the same extent as did their 
fellow-citizens, but in mst cases twice and three times as readily. He could speak 
from experisnos of the courage displayed by the proportionately large numbers of 
Jews who participated in the Boer War.

The municipal strike is having a serious effect upon both the loca 
wholesale and bespoke clothing indu-try, in which a large section of 
the Jewish workers are employed. The insufficient supply of gas 
caused most of the firms to work short time last week, many having 
entirely closed down, with the result that the Jewish Tailors’ Trade 
Union reports a serious amount of unemploy ment throughont the trade. 

The great strike has for the moment obscored the significance of a unique d spute 
in the Jewi+h tailoring trade which has emphatically Sesocastiated the statnos of the 
Jewish middleman in the industry. A large firm of wholesale clothiers, emp/oying 
about fifteen outside Jewish master-tailors, had, by the usual system of encouraging 
mnltiplicity of ‘ makers-up," instituted conditions and deductions which had become 
d fficult to comply with. Repeated complaints having been of no avail, representations 
were made by the Jewish Master Tailors’ Trade Association, bat as these also were 
ignored notice was. »eeued declaring a“ masters’ strike” against the firm. With the 
co-operation of the Workers’ Trade Union, the attempts to get the garments made by 
other “makers-up” were frustrated. “Peaceful picketing” was resorted to by the 
masters’ oreani-ation, and ineffectul representations to the would be blackleg masters 
was backed up by the withdrawal of the woikpeople. The struggle, after continaing 
over & week, was brought to a successful issue on Wednesday last as a result of direct 
representations by the firm to the Masters’ Association. :

KAU FFMAN.—Last week we briefly recorded the sudden death of Herr Ignatz 
Kauffman, the well known Frankfort publisher and bookseller. [Herr Kauffman, 
who was in his 70th year, had done much for the spread of Jewish literature 
in Germany, and published many famous Jewish works during the last four 
decades. He was also a dealer in Jewish antiquities, and had relations with 
Orientalists all over the world. For a long period he was the only Jewish 
publisher in Germany, but ia later years new Jewish publishing businesses were 
founded in Leipzic and Berlin, which competed with him snocessfully. Never- 
theless, Herr Kauffman was, perhaps, the one Jewish publisher and bookseller in 
the world who made a large fortune out of his business. Even in wealthy Frank- 
fort, he was considered rich. Of kindly disposition and a good Jew, he encouraged 
young Jewish scholars and often published their works, although he knew they 
would not yield him any profit. He caused his only son to study Oriental 
languages, in order to make him a worthy successor. 


LAZARUS.—A communal worker of a former generation passed away Jast 
Friday in the person of Mr. Abraham L. Lazarus, of 21, Palace Court. Mr. 
Lazarus, who was in his seventy-third year, was a son of the late Mr. Lewia 
Lazarus, founder of the impcrtant firm of metal merchants of Lawis Lazarus and 
Sons, of Lime Street, City. Like his brother, the late Mr. Simeon [Lazarus (who 
married a piece of the late Chief Rabb:), the deceased was a thoroughly religious 
Jew, and, both by active service and with his purse, he contributed to many 
communal iaostitutions. Synagogue work in particular was very congenial to him, 
and he served some years as a Warden of the New West End Synagogue. The 
- faneral took place on Monday at Willesden Cemetery. 


SIESBYE.—Our Copenhagen Correspondent writes :—The J awish community 
in this city bas lost one of its most conspicuous members in Dr. Oscar 
Siesbye, Ph.D., and Lecturer at the Copenhagen University, who passed away a 
few days ago at the age of eighty-one. Dr. Siesbye was not only a great and 
much appreciated authority in Latin; he bad a number of other interests, and his 
advice and help were sought by hundreds of students, whom wherever he could, 


he assisted in the kindest and most gnselfish manner. On the completion of his | 


eightieth year in 1912, many honours were planred for him, but he then decided 
to visit his native town of Ebeltoft, a qaaint old place in Jutland. Dr. Siesbye 
had innumerable friends. ae of his pecaliarit'e3 was his penchant for remem- 
bering birthdays. His mind was simply a storehouse of dates. He was also an 


authority on genealogical details, and loved to disentangle remote and complicated 
relationships. 


THE JEWISH HOSPITAL MOVEMENT. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. L. LESSER, 115, Cable Street, St. George's, E. 


Sia,—If your correspondent, Mr. Morris H. Davis, is at all a regular reader 
of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, he would have seen some months ago the letter I 
addressed to you with a suggestion for checking the activities of the missionaries 
among the Jewish poor, to which he refers, who attend their centres for medical 
advice, owing to the fact that they are unable to make themselves understood at 
the ordinary London hospitals. I think Mr. Davis will agree that these people do 
not get expert advice at these centres, and if their illness is at all serious they are 
obliged to enter a hospital whether they are able to be understood or not. There- 
‘fore I say that Jewish Dispensaries with Jewish doctors should be opened to deal 
with theze ordinary cases of illness. The cost of erecting and maintaining these 
dispensaries would not be nearly so much as the erection and maintenance of a 
Jewish Hospital. For cases that needed hospital treatment, I suggested that 
kosher kitchens and wards should bs opened in the present hospitals. This would 
mean that Jewish patients would have the Jewish atmosphere, the absence of 
which is said to retard the progress cf patients, and aleo be treated by Jewish 
doctors and nurses, and besides have the benefit of the services of the hospitals’ 
‘specialists. I should thiok the hospitals would agree to adopt this proposal, 
secing the large increase there would be to their funds, thus enabling them to keep 
themselves going very much more smoothly than they are doing at present. The 
Jewish community can be depended upon to supply this money, in view of the 
large amount they have already collected from East Ead Jews, who are alone in 
favour of the Jewish Hospital. 
To put the above proposal into practice, I think it would be a very good idea 
for the promoters of the Jewish Hospital movement, to start with the Charing 


Oroes Hospital, where I hear that several wards are to be closed up, due to lack of | 


funds. The maintenance of these wards by Jews for Jews would both help our 
ailing coreligionists in the West Ead besides helping the hospital out of diffisultier. 
This would be of much more benefit to all London Jewry than a Jewish Hospital 
in Stepney Green. . 

Several argaments put forward by Jewish Hospital enthusiasts are based on 
the question : “ Why is there in London a French Hospital, a German, and Italian, 
and not a Jewish Hospital?” I should bs glad to be informed whether there is an 
English Hospital in France, Germany, Italy, where there are 60 many Englishmen. 


Slack Visiting at Bart’s.—and Elsewhere. 
To TH# EDITOR,—From Mr. L. LEVENE, 76, Chamber Street, Leman Street, E. 


S1a,—In reference to the letter which appeared in your columns headed 
“ Siack Visiting at Bart's,” I cau bear testimony to the trath of what your corres- 
pondent, Mr. Angel Lewis, states, inasmuch as my brother has been an inmate of 
that institution for the last sixteen weeks, and has not yet seen anyone connected 
with any Jewish institution, although continually seeing visiting mioisters belong- 
ing to other denominations, who all do their best to cheer up the patients. The 
behaviour of some of the Jewish ministers towards the sick is at times disgracefal. 
My late father was a member of a synagogae for over thirty years, and unforta- 
astely during the last ten years he was very ailiog, and at times very iil. Daring 
all shat time, never once did the Reader pay him a visit, although he knew of his 
illness, and only lived one minute's walk away. 

There is evidently something wrong somewhere. Surely among the large 
number of Ministers, arrangements could be made so that the sick could be visited 
wherever they may be.

SIR,—I observe in the current iesue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE a letter from 
Mr. Leonard Stern with reference to the Brady Street Cinb for Working Lads, 
Whitechapel.

Sacher and Mr. Stern in the letters under consideration, having regard to the fav; 
that the adoption of that policy bas resulted in & success unrivalled by that of av\ 
similar institation in London—Jewish or Christian— and that literally thousands ./ 
bo.s from the East E.d heve, by reaeon of their membersnip of the Brady Streo: 
Civb, been given guidance and help which has made them clean thinking, law. 
abidiog and healthy men—a credit to their country and to their faith. Or past 
members are—and our present members will be—men to be proud of as Eoglish men 
and as Jews. : 

I notice that Mr. Leovard Stern says that nothing is done at the Brad: S* rect 
Club to induce boys to attend the services held oa Saturday af.ernoons as ths Ff st 
London Synagogue. statement is incorrect. 

He ssys, further, that members of the Brady Street Club do not attend thoxc 
services. I do pot pretend to speak of any partionlar Saturday with certaint,: 
but I am sble to say of my own personal kno ledge that I have atterded these 
eervices myself on a number of occasions, and have on each occasion observe d there 
@ pumber of m+ mbers of the Brady Street Ciub. I am told bya number o! 
members that they do in fact attend wih a fair degree of regularity, and that 
others attend spasmodically. Mr. Stero’sa broad statement is, therefore, not 
correct. | 

With reference to the servicsos held for Club members on the N*w Year and 
the Dy of Atonement, they have for a number of years been heldatthe Brady Ssreet 
Club for the bens fit of the members of that institation and of othersimilariostiutions 
in the neighbourhood. I believe that they were organ'sed originally by myfriend Mr. 
Derzl Myer. Of recent years, however (ia 1909, 1910 and 1911), they were 
organised by myself on behalf of my Com nittee, aid in 1912 [ anderstand by \r. 
Algernon Lesser, also on behalf of my Committee I myself not being able to — 
undertake the work at that time. This year—1i9'3 -the services were organised 
by Mr Denzl Myer again, and were held at the V.ctoria Clab, the Brady Sireet 
Clab being then under repair. 

As regards these services, they have from time to time been condnuoted by 
different gentlemen, ¢.g , Me Norman Bentwich, Mr. Errest Gollancz, and \r. 
Percy Schwarzschild, who bave been good enough to undertake the ta:k. The 
Committee of the C.ub will not, however, allow any gentleman to conduoi services 
at the Club or to deliver addresses uuless he has first bad an opportunity of 
considering whether he is a proper perann to condact the services aod to deliver 
ao address. Such being the case, in 19!2 Mr Stern was asked to : ffisiate, after 
‘ bis name bad bren submitted to my Ci mmittee, and they bad savctioned an 

invitation to him. The same course would have been adopted i» 1913, hid the 
Clab been available for the services. In fact, however, the services were to be 
held at another club, so my Committee were nct concarned directly, and Mr. 
Stern was asked again to offisiate by M-. Denzit Myer, afier oneal ation with 
myself. The statement, therefore, thas Me Ssera has beea pe-s nally respoxsidle 
for the services is, ualess he intended to refsr merely to the actual reading of the 
fetvice, eatirely incorrect. 

I may perhaps be allowed one general remark on the whole qestion raised by 
Mr Sacher and Mr. Stern. When the Oiub was founded nearly twenty years 
ago, with the support and sympathy of Lady Rothschild. by (smoogat others), 
Mrs. Artbur Fravklio, the late Mrs. N. S. Joseph, Mr. Ernest Leseer, and Mr. 
Charles H. L. Emanuel, the atsitade which should be adopted with reference to 
the teaching of religion was carefully considered. Exveriencsa has shown that the 
decision then made was right. We a-e content to kuow that our work has been 
for the benefit both of the State and of the Jewish commaaity.

S1R,—Having read some remarkable statements that were being made in your

Toeir parents sre 
often meticulously. particular in ot's rvance and the boys themselves have 
generally been throngh a course of Chedar and io tome cases of privase taition with 
a Hebrew teacher on a scale that far transcends the extremest orthodoxy of those 10 
better circumstances who serve as managers. 

Whether this training or the view of religion held by the majority of East 
Ed parents is the best or most satisfyiog or most saccessfal ia ise resalts is beyood 
tbe scope of the issues raived in this correspondence. Oae fact that stand» out 
clear and unmistakable is that, Jadaism being essentially areligioa of the bom?, 
avd the religivus atmosphere the homes ot “Club members being what it is, 
would be impertinence for any Club to attempt to aseume aathority over the 
Jewish training of ite members. Their true fanction must be to endeavour %0 
develop those traita of human character which narrow outlook, d ab sarroucd: 
ings, grinding labour and scanty means tend to cramp, and to inccalate & me of 
manly bearing both morally and physically which generations of oppression have 
helped to destroy.

SIR,—I have read with interest in your columns that there is a proposal to 
establish a Boys’ Olub in St. George’s-in-the-East. The principal aim of the Club, 
I gather, would be to make its members good Jews and good citizens. So far its 


main aim of the Club was to make its members “ English Jews and Jewish 
Kaglishmen,” and I maintain that under the able guidance of Mr. Charles 
Sebag- Montefiore and his band of workers the Club has achieved suocceas in that 
direction of which it has every right to be proud. Those who are as well acquainted 
with the district as I am would know that the Victoria Club has gradually come to 
be considered a centre of Jewish activity in the neighbourhood. 

Yet the promotors of the new Club seem to have overridden the objections 
raised by Mr. Montefiore. They no doubt wish to make their Club more successfal 
than the other East Ead Clubs (if that be possible) by bringing a new phase into 
club life, namely—" Religious Influence.”

Reply to Mr. Stern. 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. 8. GOMPEL, 223, Kensington High Street, W. 


SiR,—I was pleased to note that the Rev. J. F. Stern had read the further 
letters with reference to this matter, which appeared in your issue of a fortnighy 
ago, and in reply to his letter of last week, I beg to say that unless the rev. gentle- 
man oan exercise bis powers to bring this sad state of affairs to a successful end, he 
cannot dismiss what I consider a blot on Anglo-Jewry with a wave of the hand. 

The Rev. Mr. Stern admits that he only kaows what is practised by the Poor 
Law Guardians in the East Ead. Why, then, take up the cudgels to defend the 
Norwood Institution when he is not acquainted with their methods outside his 
district. 

Must I again repeat that double orphans are forced by the Institution to go 
into the Workhouses, Unions or houses and schools maintained by the Guardians 
outside the Workhouse’? To me it is all one, and so it must bs to others who look 
at this from a proper point of view, unless the rev. gentleman can prove that 
when these children are housed, their faith is taught them and the dietary laws 


’ are attended to. 


It is most thoughtfal of the Rev. Mr. Stern to be so solicitous to the 
financial welfare of the Norwood Institution. I know full well that it means 
£1,300 per annum tothem. Their Chairman told me that when I attended their 
meeting ; it seems that the power of inflaence produces echoes.

Asylam will join with us and forc. the authorities to cease these methods, which 
are 80 opposed to the laws and traditions of Judaism. 

I should suggest that a certain responsible gentleman, such as Rabbi Obaikin, 
Rabbi Schonfeld, or Kabbi Lazarus should represent the subscribers at the Board 
of Management so that he could guide the administrations. Everybody must sc. 
that this concerns the future of these children.

fairy is the Rev. A. Perlzweig. For many years past this painstaking Cantor has 
been adapting the Prophets to the requirements of modern Jewry, and his task is 
nearly ended. Of course, “adapted ” is a somewhat elastic expression, but this is 
the essence of Mr. Perlzweig’s labours. Under each sentence appear the musical 
notes in the simplest possible form. The words are split up into syllables that 
make correct pronunciation inevitable, so that the boy who understands music 
may learn hie H*phtorah with ease, or, if his mother or sister be musically inclined, 
they may care to help him. 


It is all so simple, and so eminently practical, that one naturally asks why 
such a work bas not been thought of before. That Mr. Perlzweig is fully capable 
of doing justice to his great task is evident to all who have read his “ Manual of 
Neginoth.” That the work is unique, all will agree, and amongst the many 
letters of congratulation that have reached the Chazan of the Finsbury Park 
Synagogue is a cordial rhessage from the Chief Rabbi. A Federation minister 
who is ordinarily averse to anything that savours of the up-to-date in the affairs of 
the synagogue, bas expressed hia delight at the forthcoming publication of the 
Haphtorahs musically presented. Another considers it “a useful development in 
Jewish music to have the original Hebrew text, Neginoth, and musioal notation, 
running parallel from right to left.” But the beauty of the publication lies in the fact 
that by means of the Neginoth correct accentuation, so often neglected in Jewish 
compositions, is doubly assured. I am told that the cost of publication will be 
about £400, and that only half this sum has at present been guaranteed by sub- 
scription. Mr. Perlzweig bas done a communal eervice in undertaking the task, 
ard bis friends will await with interest its early publication. 


“ Goldsmid,” Houre, as the JEWISH CHRONICLE rightly prefers to call it, we 
are reminded by the local paper, occupies historic ground, on the site of which 
was a club that played no small part in the making of Italian history. The clab 
numbered among its members Mazzini, Garibaldi,and Louis Napoleon. Hard by, 
the refaogees of the “ Ioteruational” concerted their Communistic plans, so that 
Half Moon Passage, this little byway of Whitechapel, is not quite so insignificant 
asitceems. The folk who use it nowadays are those who pass from the Tenter 
ground to a well-known grocery establishment at the corner, or who convey live 
fowls to the little abattoir where they are despatched in accordance with Shechita 
at a nominal fee rer head. 


Curious it is to observe what a great number of children desire to join the 
religion classes at the close of the year, It is a eort of uawritten law, just as are 
the seasons for marbles, pegtops, and “kiss-in-the-ring.” This praiseworthy 
regard for their spiritual well-being, and at the tail-end of the year, bad hitherto 
struck me as most remarkable. It did not take long, however, to ascertain that 
this outburst of religious fervour synchronised with the incidence of Chanucah ! 
Will superintendents of religion classes take note? This accession of new pupils 
is less a tribute to the excellence of the teaching than to the toothsomeness of the 
sweets, the tastiness of the Luitercakes, and the entertaining character of the Punch 
and Judy show. Still, it is something to attract the children to the classes even fora 
single evening, and if superintendents had their wits about them they would take 
steps to secure the attendauce of these children when Chanucab parties are not. 


Up-to-date as ever, the Christian Street Talmud Torah—Christian Street, by 
the way, is one of the most Jewish streets east of Aldgate—bas framed a series of 
rules in English and Yiddish that might be followed with advantage by other 
educational institutions. In the first place, no child is admitted ten minutes after 
the hour for school attendance, whilst excuses for absence are dealt with ina 
seven-line regulation. Bot here is avother rule which will meet with the hearty 
spproval of all who have the well-bsing of Judaism at heart :— 

Papils of IIIs classes and upwards, have to come every morning at 4 o'clock to 
say prayers, failing which, the parents are given to understand that the Institution is 
not responsible if those boys should not know—when they grow up—the order of prayers. 

A pendant rule provides no less interesting reading :— , 

Throughout all the Classes, Grace before and after meals is particularly tanght. It is, 
therefore, the obligation of the parents to remind their children to say grace before they 
are given to eat, otherwise the efforts of the teachers in that respect are of no avail. 

It is a splendid thing when the religion clarses attempt to awaken in the parents 
a sense of their duty in these mattera. It would be a finer thing were the teachers 
of the majority of cur religion classes more sincere, more Jewish in word and deed, 
more able by their o«n conduct to bring home the beauties of their faith to the 
little ones whoee minds are in their keeping. 

My Chanucah cardies bave arrived in a gaily-coloured cardboard box which 
beara the legend M337 7) p'y7N?. Around the letteriog are grouped a Shield of 

David, the Lion of Judah and what appears to be the Tree of Knowledge. 
And yet they are made from non-kosher fats and sold by a firm of soap 
dealers! Still, I suppose we must be thankful for this labelled concession 
to communal needs, even though the candles be originally intended for 
Yuletide illumination. It is a pity that so few of the old style of Chanucah 
lamps for the use of oil and wick are obtainable nowadays. It is true 
they are rather more troublecome than the handy candle, but nothing interprets 
the spirit of dedication quite so effectively as these flaming wicks, which have 
carried through the ages the ever-fresh narrative of the non-dimination of the 
Temple oil. 


Though I have hitherto regarded it as an entirely new profession, my friends 
tell me ra it is comparatively ancient. The profession is of loaning cloaks, 
dresses, and other feminine incidentals to those fair ladies of the Ghetto who desire 
to shine at the wedding or the theatre for a single evening. Opera cloaks especi- 
ally are in great demand, and you would be surprised at the nice class of people 
who are cloakless, and fall back upon the resources cf the enterprising lender of 
makeshift wardrobes. Considering the chances of loss or damage, the charges 
for the hiring of these articles are quite modest, though it is clear that many a 
cloak paid for itself long, long ago. . Be you plump or be you slender, the lady 
will “rig you out ” whilst you wait, and even your colour predilections will 


be scrupulously respected.

JEWISH SPIRITUALISM. 


TO:THE EDITOR.—From Mr. GODFREY LEVY, 57, Shardeloes Road, New

SIR,—I feel 


“Sermon for the Week” in your publication of Dec. 12th. When treating of 


spiritualism, the writer depreciates spirit communion as if he had, himself, had 
fall experience of what it means. Does your writer wish to know of my experi- 
ences of the investigation of spiritualism? {f be is willing to bear with me for a 
few moments, with an open mind, I may be able to shed some ray of light upon 
his darkness. I speak as & Jewish investigator, the reason for my study of the 
subject being a desire to discover something in the religious creeds of to-day that 
was both uplifting and, at the same time, practical, and I must confess I have 
found truth and light in that much despised oreed of “ Spiritualism.” 
: The principles of the creed are these: the “Fatherhood of God,” and the 
Brotherhood of Man.” These seem to be able to claim the right of belief by 
the Jewish Community. Again, the Spiritualist propounds no dogma, except it 
be that nf Man has faculties within him, more or less dormant, which are capable 
of establishing a connection with those who have entered upon the next phase of 


life, and bas thus the power of proving beyond doubt, the continuity of life.” 
This seems to me to be alsoa Je 


or “ Physic or Soul unfoldment.” Another of its discoveries is tbat there is no 
“bell fice.” This seems capable of practical proof by reason, for how can a 
spirit or soul, parted from a physical body, be inflaenced by a physical or 
material fire? for the sonl bas no body to burn. 

In my investigations I have not placed any foundation upon the reports of 
other people, but set to work to develop any of the faculties which I might possess, 
so that my report might be entirely based upon my own individaal experiences. I 
was certainly successful and have pleasure in telling my coreligionists that spirit 
retarn and communion is a real living truth. I have seen the disembodied spirits, 
tbrough the medium of clairvoyant sight, which I have successfally developed. 
I have seen articles, incidents and conditions of various persons’ lives, pictured to 
me through the aid of “ psychometry.” I have been religiously inspired and sleo 
inspired when at the piano. I have aleo satisfied myself that the phrase “ the 
touch of & vanished or invisible hand” is not merely a poetic sentiment but a 
joyous reality. I have been to people who have never seen or heard of me before, 
and they bave described long lost relations and friends to me, giving me dates and 
incidents, some of which I bad long forgotten, and some even which were not 
known to me and which I have since verified. 

In the face of this mcst overwhelming and convincing procf, what would our 
Ministers, Dayanim, and Rabbonim advise me to do? Should I adhere to the old 
principle of “ Reject, for Rabbi So-and-so says thus”; ur should I lift myself to 
my Maker in the light of knowledge, and give adoration to Him, the great over- 
Spirit, who has permitted man to possess the power of looking into his stupend- 
ously magnificent works, by self-development and divine spiritual elevation ? 

In the light of this great understanding, how I have felt my soul expand and 
my spirit go forth along the road of eternal progression with my one aim, to praise, 
thank, and to comprehend God as He is, not as He is believed to be, or as we make 
Him! For God is within each and every one of us, and thus He is to us what we 
would have Him be. If we think He isa God of war, then to us thus He remains. 
If He is a God of retribution thus He is. If He appeals to us asa Divine Father, 
a beneficent Creator, a great powercf Love, and a merciful Raler, and Lord of all 
wisdom and understanding, our soul expands and opens out to meet the great and 
holy God whom we have conceived within us, for thus He is. 


If spiritualism .thus helps to uplifé humanity to a higher conception of 


brotherhood, life, and divinity, is itthe Jewish race which will join the rabble in 
heaping abuse and calumny upon such a great religious factor as spirit communion? 
Let us bope that the race, which from the first page of the world’s history has had 
such great and so many Divine revelations, will prepare itself to receive the 
next lesson from God. ‘' Israel to the fore, as ever,” let be your cry, and thus 
help to prepare ourselves and the world at large for the reception of greater and 


farther truth which shall be given to the world, when the vessels are prepared to 


receive them.

“ACHE! BRITH” 


MANCHESTER CONFERENCE AND MEDICAL BENEFIT. 


The want of accommodation for the meetings of the Jewish Friendly Societies 
has received frequent attention. Remedies have been suggested and applied, and 
still the evil of meeting on licensed premises has not abated. While the New 
Synagogue in St. Helen's, Bishopsgate existed, one or two societies met 
there. A number of the Federated Synagogues, the Zionist Hall in Fulborne 
Street, and several other buildings supply accommodation, but they are insufficient, 
The result is that Jewish societies have to follow the general example and pay 
“wet” rents. This practice has resulted in the successful prosecution of a Jewish 
society. The committee had been accustomed to spend something “for the good 
of the house ” at each meeting in lieu of rent. Now the law has stepped in and 
fined the officers. One Order has now ocircularised the Lodges warning them 
against this practice. It would be well if the Beth Hamedrash, the Great 
Synagogue, and other Jewish centres were to place their rooms at the disposal 
of societies. Were it not for the antipathy of the average society member to 
punctuality at meetings they could secure accommodation at schools. But waits 
of an hour and more before meetings commence would be expensive. A meeting 
starting within an hour of the ciroularised time would be ruled “ illegal.” 


The elevation of Sir Rufus Isaacs to the Lord Chief Justiceship of England has 
brought him very sincere and hearty congratulations from the Jewish Friendly 
Societies.

CLUBS AND THE YOUNG GENERATION. 


THE HAHAM presided last Saturday evening at a banquet held by the 


Lovitcher Lodge, No. 3, of the Grand Order Sons of Jacob, at the Crown Hall, 


Redman’s Road, Stepney, to celebrate the tenth anniversary of the establishment 
of the Lodge. 


In proposing the toast of success to the Order and Lodge, the HAHAM aaid he 
had been asked why he had come there, and bis answer was, like that in the 
portion for that week, “I have come to seek and find my brethren.” He had 
come there to see that in the East End the old spirit of Jewish loyalty, of Jewish 
hope, Jewish ideals, Jewish charity, Jewish love and Jawish self-respect had not 
ceased to exist. If one followed, as he had to follow, the development of things 
in that part of the country and specially what was happening with the young 
generation, one noticed with deep regret the train of events. When the clubs and 
institutions were established and opened not for the purpose of exalting the 
Jewish name and of placing on record the Jewish spirit, when everything was 
done to wean away their young from allegiance and loyalty to their faith and to 
bid them, not to feel the pride of being Jews, but to sneak away from the name 
of Jew—it was a proud moment for all to see that there were still among them 


' those who were proud of being Jews and remaining such. Ata similar banquet 


to that a couple of years ago he had raised his voice in protest against the actions 
of men who had only one claim to them—their balance at the bank, not their 


BALANCE AT THE BANK OF JUDAISM, 


and when he had raised his voice against their coming among them and trying to 
sever the bond which united the young generation with the old, they rose up in 
revolt, saying he had done them an injustice. The time had come when out of 
their own mouths he had been fally justified. Only a few days ago they had not 
the courage to own that the institution they opened was a Jewish institution, to 
which the support had come from Jewish pockets. When their Jewish lads were 
led from them in that way he protested that this was not the way to continue the 
proeperity of the community, and establish the future of Judaism in this country 
on a sound and lasting foundation. They woald have seen from the corres- 
pondence that was going on in the Jewish Press how men whose Jadaism had 
fallen away—if it existed—presumed to teach Judaism to young boys 
and girls, especially young boys. He had come there to seek his brethren and to 
findthem. He found that they were the only ones—those friendly societies were 
the only ones—that were living up to the old Jewish ideal of 


JEWISH SELF-RESPECT AND INDEPENDENCE, 


of Jewish charity and kindly love, that they were working, not for the purpose of 
self-aggrandisement or satisfaction, but for one great purpose, to keep themselves 
respected by themselves and by others, not to let any one of them fall on charity 
and be sold body and soul for the ls. or 6d. that was thrown at them. He was told 
that this and that institution did very much. No doubt they did. But if 
the number of poor was diminishing, he said it was owing to them and their efforts. 
They could show 2 grander record than any of these institutions. Ten years had 
elapsed since they had established a small lodge with scarcely a dozen members. 
Their numbers had risen to 150, and in a few years the number of 
members of friendly societies had increased to 10,000 in London and 
the provinces. The olubs had to be carried on by means of charitable contri- 
butions, the young boys had to be weaned by means of entertainment, 
and the authorities were proud to say that they were unsectarian. Then why take 
Jewish money and why take the children away from their families? He was 
glad to find that thore 


SOCIETIES WERE WORKING IN THE PROPER DIRECTION, 


They were the solid basis. They were the only disciplined organisations which 
had in times past combined. He did not say the friendly societies should merge 
into one, but they should combine to defend their own interests, and not allow 
others to sell them at their own bidding. Their interests should be defended when 
it came to insurance, to Sunday closing, to old age pensions and many other 
questions. They should unite and stand by one another. This was a country of 
fairness and justice, and they would find a hearing, justice, and all they wished. 
They were masters of the situation if they knew how to utilise it and understood 
what they had todo. There was not oaly the question of looking after the sick 
and after those who were left behind when, in God’s wisdom, some of the bread- 
winners were taken away. They had to look to their problems, to act as a friendly 
protection society in regard, for instance, to theie children. A member of a lodge 
had a claim upon a brother member who wa3 an employer when he wished to get 
for his son a situation which would allow him to observe the practices of his 
religion. They should be friends to themselves in the first place and the world 
would befriend them. In —

and education the societies could do in a most admirable maoner what was possible 
to safeguard their interests. They kaew he stood outside of them and those 
organisations. But it made no difference whether he said his prayers in one way 
and they in another, they were all sons of one God. Why did he come to them ? 
Because unfortunately no one else came. No one else came to them to tell them, 
“Now what shall we dofor you in the question of education?” No, they would 


them that there was a bad spirit growing in this country. It was wrong to deceive 
themselves that because the Government was fair and institutions were admirable 
all else was perfect.

Jews had not yet learnt their own 
strength. Their power lie in combination. Let them combine and there was 
nothing in the world which could withstand them. Whom did the world despise— 
the boor and the sneak, no matter how rich he might be, even if he were an M.P. 
But it would care for the most insignificant man who would stand up and 
fight. This they could do, and grandly and easily. That they were 
already beginning to see this, that they were realising some of the 
Jewish ideals, was shown by the fact that they—or many of them—were sharing 
in Zionist work. Let them continue in that line and he had not the slightest 
doubt that they and their oy would become one of the main Jewish bul warks in 
country.

81R,—I am, indeed, pleased to notice that the question of the lack of the 
Jewish spirit in the Jewish lais’ clabs, which I had the honour to open some two 
years back in the columns of your valuable paper, has progressed so far that the 
club defenders have at last entered the tilting ring. It is evident from the tone of 
the defenders’ replies that they themselves do not appreciate what is meant by the 
Jewish spirit. The naive reply of the secretary of the Old Boys’ Club, that whe? 
he occupied a similar position at Brady Street they allowed the boys to pray in the 
club on Yom Kippur, is a fair example of this ignorance. The Jewish spirit we 
want to see carried on is that spirit that 200 years of the Inquisition could not 
injure, which the even worse tortures and ignominies endured by our brethren in 
foul Russia can do nothing to make even a breach in. [t is a spirit by which every 
Jew knows he is a member of the one and only faith—a faith which is his till he 


dies. 


Recognising this ignorance, we have at once the alpha and the omega of the 
lack of the Jewish spirit in these clubs. We cannot expect people to help spread 
and instil a knowledge of a subject as to the nature of which they themselves have 
but the faintest idea. One must, however, in fairness recognise that the fault does 
not entirely lie with the Club Managers. They are the pioneers, and as such have 
done sterling work, for which every credit is due to them. We do not expect 


pioneers to tilland manure the ground they have cleared. It is sufficient if they 
clear away the weeds and the growth. Right worthily have the Ciub pioneers 
performed this task, and it is now for others to lend a hand in the good work. By 
others I mean, for example, such men as our Nationalists, the people who, more 
than anybody, have a thorough knowledge of what is meant by the Jewieh spirit. 
Let such men as Joseph Cowen, Leon Simon, Dr. Melamed, Dr. Salkind, to 
mention only a few that are on the tip of my tongue—let such men as these enter 


at some of the opinions expressed —on “ Is there a Jewish Spirit or Jewish Ideals? ” 
or even on some theme in history or Talmud. Taney have political debates at 


their views and taking part in the debates, because they know it is good soil on 
which to sow seed. It might be urged that these papers and debates are to be 
obtained at the literary societies, or under the auspices of Zionist or Nationalist 
institutions, but these institutions only attract the literary-inclined, and it is the 
ordinary lad we want, and if the mountain won’t come to Mahomet, Mahomet 
must go to tho mountain, and it is to the clubs we must go to plant and inatil the 
seeds. |

Si8,—Mr. Dainow's letter cannot go unanswered, for, his remarks contain 
suggestions that cannot but do harm to the proposed University unless disposed of 
at once. | 

A discussion is always confasing, especially an academic discussion on 
proposal considered by some only in the light of theory and not as a practical 
project. But there is hardly any excuse for confusing the motives for a Jewish 
University with others having no connection with the subject. There is no inten- 
tion of founding either a national or a denominational Jewish seat of learning. 
I took special care to make this clear in my paper to the Maccabeans. 

The University is not a Zionist or a nationalist proposal, although ‘irst 
suggested and supported by Zionists. It is true that Zionists support the idea 
becauge of their national sentiments. Bat I have yet to learn that the founding 


of Jewish edacational institutions in Palestine is a peculiarly nationalist activity. 
The leaders of the Anglo-Jewish Aesociation, the Hilfsvercin, and the Alliance, 
would hardly weleome such a suggestion. At the same time I am sure that al! 
Zionists would join in repudiating a merely nationalist University. I for one 
would certainly have nothing to do with such an institution. 
| I think all supporters of the University are agreed that it shall be secular and 
conducted on entirely modern lines. There will be no religious tests, and 00° 
restrictions on the range of studies except such as are dictated by pecuniary 0o0- 
siderations. There will be no attempt made to put any obstacles in the way of 
non-Jews who may wish to study at Jerusalem.

A pretty little incident, one of these refreshing happenings than oan illnmine

It appoara that some eighteen months 
ago ® poor woman applied to Mr. Symmons for advice with reference to goods 
she had .apon the hire system. and in respect to which she was 23. in arrears. 


‘She said that if she did not pay the money she was afraid the mods might be 


seized. His Worship thereupon at once took a florin from his pocket and handed it 
to the woman, remarking in a jocular tone, “ pay me back next Christmas twelve- 
month.” On Friday the court warrant officer informed Mr. Symmons that the 
woman had come to pay the 2s. The magistrate, who said he did not recollect lending 
her the money, took the florin, and shaking hands with the woman said “ that’s very 
good of you. Thank youvery much. Let me wish you a merry Christmas.” 
The story ia worth recording, because it ocours to us that in Mr. Symmon’s 
method of dealing with this case he was inflaenced by his Jewish birth. His 
exercise of Rachmcnous and T'sedakah when the woman applied to him first, his 
refusing to degrade her by suggesting charity, and his repressing a natural impulse 
to tell the woman to keep the small sum when she offered repayment so as not to 
deprive her of her feeling of independence, were all as unmistakably as they were 
undefinedly Jewish.— Jewish World. 


TRAINING OF JEWISH TEACHERS. 


To THE EDITOR.—From “A JEWISH TEACHER.” 


SiR,—In reference to the training of teachers for Hebrew and Religion, which 
has been under disouasion lately, it was mentioned at a meeting at which I was 
present a short time ago, that if Jewish teachers had the choice of training at a 
Jewish or non-Jewish College, they would preferably choose the non-Jewish one. 
But Jewish teachers have absolutely no choice! The only opportunity they get to 
study for examinations nowadays is on Sunday afternoon, after a hard morning’s 
preparation for school or college, while their Hebrew preparation is usually not 
begun till nine or ten o'clock on a week night. 

I have a suggestion to make which might improve matters. Cannot we have 
Jews’ College made what it was fifty years ago, a secondary school for Jewish 
children, where they received a thoroughly good religious training in addition to a 
secular one? Clever Jewish children, not able to afford the fee, who would 
probably become teachers later, might have their scholarships made tenable at the 
College, and I am sure that there are plenty well-to-do parents in London who 
would prefer to send their children to an all-Jewish school. 

Of course, this scheme could be started on a small scale, and a fresh building 
could be-added, if necessary. In this way all children would get a thorough 
Hebrew education for from three to six or more years, and so intending teachers 
could qualify before they entered college. I can assure the people interested in 
education that teachers so rarely qualify, not because they are lazy nor because 
they think that the small remuneration makes it not worth while, but because their 
time is so fully occupied during the week, and the Hebrew examinations require 80 
much work that they begin to study and even enter for the examination, they find 
they cannot manage the work, snd so drop it. After they leave college, they 
usually soon settle as teachers of Hebrew as well as of secular subjects, and then 
they find still lees time to qualify, and so drift along with no qualifications. For 
this reason it is impossible to remedy matters with the present teachers, bat cannot 
something be done for the future generation ?

NAMES IN THE BOOK OF GENESIS.

M. T. Pilter's papar o1 the above read b:fore the 
members of the Society of Biblical Archw logy, seams to call for a little elusida- 
tion from an original source, aod I am sure the rev. gentleman will not take it 
amiss coming as it does from a Hebrew explaining a Hebrew text. ae 

I do not know who those critios referrad to by tha lecturer were who 020- 
sidered as “ hopelessly obscare or even fictitious ” the names of the revoltiag kings 
who had been under subjection of the four in the time of Abraham. I therefore 
take it that they were Hebraists but not Hebrews. That the Hebrew oomparei 
favourably with the Arabio is not surprising, since the latter is au offshoo; of the 
former —Ismaél was ben Ibrahim. ! 

As is well known, and aniversally acknowledged, names always originated from | 
some pursuit or characteristic. There is nota siagle noua, proper or common, it 
the whole Book of Gsneais (and heace, of coarse, in all the other books), that has 
not its derivation from some circamstance. In fact, any mane at any tims bass 
sigaificance from which it has basen derived. 

The conclusion arrived at by the learaed lecturer that each name was nor *!

“ Som-aber, who assumed wings to himself to fly in the face of haaven.” | | 

I am sorry I cannot find aay gach name as “ Snemida” in the Pentateuch 
which the learned lectarer compares the foregoing. : 

And regarding the King of Bala, which is Z2ar, where Lot found refage on the 
destruction of all the Dead Sea territory, on account of the wickedness of the peop!é 
there, as implied in the names of their leaders, there is no need for the ase2™° 
tion that the name mast at one tims have bsea attached as the text says plainly, 
the king (i.e., Molech—leader) of Bela was “Zoar ”—the same young settlement to 
which Lot afterward ran for safety, pleading its youth and iasignificance as surety 
for the minimising of its sinfalness. “Zoar” is from the Hebrew “ Zoir”— 
Young. This implied the unimportance of the mention of his name owing 10 the 
insigaifioance of the extent of his rule. . 3 

I may add that we fiad “ Bela,” as the name of a king in Gen. xxxvi., 32, and 
it is not improbable that he aseunmed that name from the same place; 00r is it 
unlikely, therefore, that Bela was named after its founder and king. |
